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Kinnaird makes second report 


Permanent advisory body 
‘key’ to construction peace

Former deputy labor minister James Kinnaird told 
the* provincial government Monday that the key to 
future labor peace in the construction industry lay in 
the formation of a permanent advisory council. 

Kinnaird made the statement in his second report 
to Labor Minister Allan Williams Mowing a detailed 
probe into all aspects of the labor-troubled construction 
industry.

Ford widens delegate lead 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (CP) — 
Denouncing Democrats for 
"rattling the. dusty old skele¬ 
tons of Watergate/’ Republi¬ 
cans sought to dispel defea¬ 
tism as they opened their na¬ 
tional convention Monday 
with President Ford widening 
his" presidential nomination 
lead over Ronald Reagan. 

An unofficial count showed 
Ford had reached the 1,130 
delegates required in Wed¬ 
nesday’s balloting to win the 
nomination. Reagan had 1,035 
with no indication he had 


picked up any new support 
despite withdrawal of arch¬ 
conservative Senator James 
Buckley of New York from 
the leadership race. 

Buckley, who previously 
threatened to enter the fight, 
said later he would support 
any candidate picked by the 
four - day convention. Party 
kingmakers w ere concerned 
that Buckley’s initial threat 
might cause chaos in a party 
already badly split and facing 
the tightest nominations fight 
in more than a decade. 

Reagan and Ford courted 


uncommitted delegates short¬ 
ly after the convention 
opened. About 100 ignored the 
courtship and in effect held 
the balance of power outlie 
nominations outcome. But the 
shift toward Ford heartened 
his camp'and brought predic¬ 
tions he would make it on the 
first ballot. 

Meanwhile, keynote speaker 
Senator Howard Baker of 
Tennessee—a Republican star 
in the Senate ^investigation of 
the Watergate scandal which 
led to Richard Nixon’s down¬ 
fall— blasted the Democrats 


for dredging up the seandal 
as part of this year’s presi¬ 
dential campaign. 

Baker, considered a possi¬ 
ble Ford running mate if Ford 
wins the nomination, appealed 
to Republicans to look to the 
future and concentrate on 
what he described as the 
major issues this year—too 
much government, too many 
laws, too much taxation. 

Reagan plans to challenge 
the White House chief on 
foreign policy and to try to 
force him to name his choice 
for vice-president 


It was in his first report, 
originally commissioned by 
the New Democratic Party 
government that Kinnaird 
recommended an advisory 
council to advise the govern¬ 
ment of technical problems in 
the industry. 

While an interim council 
was established after that rec¬ 
ommendation, Kinnaird now' 
states ‘‘an expanded perma¬ 
nent Construction Industry 
Advisory Council (C1AC) re¬ 
presenting additional seg¬ 
ments of the industry' would 
offer successive provincial 
governments a direct contact 
which is aware and able to 
explain the positions of the in¬ 
dustry.” 

K f n n a i r d has always 
claimed that one of the main 
problems in understanding 
the construction industry was 
that there were few, if any, 
experts to advise government. 

He suggests that a perma¬ 
nent CJAC should consist of a 
chairman and 10 board 
members with three sub-com¬ 
mittees to work with the main 
board. 

"The key to all of my rec¬ 
ommendations is an effective 
advisory body," Kinnaird 
said. "When the true impor¬ 
tance of the construction in¬ 
dustry is realized by 'govern¬ 
ment and other segments of 
the industrial community, 
then construction will assume 
its rplace in government 
priorities with mining, fish¬ 
ing. forestry and the other 
ministries of government.” 

While making his recom¬ 
mendations for a super-ad¬ 
visory board of management 
and labor, Kinnaird said he 
was under no illusions that a 
permanent CIAC could fail if 
it became just another bu¬ 
reaucracy. 

"Of all the recommen¬ 
dations made, my greatest 
hopes and fears remain with 
the development of the CIAC 
and its subcommittee," Kin¬ 
naird stated. 

But, he added: "Bureaucra¬ 
cies flourish in Canada and 
B.C. is no exception. I have 
recommended a minimum of 


government involvement. Yet 
no government participation 
would negate the very point of 
trying to identify the prob¬ 
lems of the industry. 

"Unfortunately the breeding 
ground for bureaucracies ap¬ 
pears to be in the fertile soil 
of government." 

Kinnaird, who was for a 
time deputy to then labor 
minister William King, doesn’t 
spare labor organizations in 
his sometimes-biting iSRprt. 

As he did In his first report 
published last year. Kinnaird 
again calls for restrictions on 
indiscriminate picketing of 
construction sites. 

Kinnaird recommends that 
"where a certification is 
granted to a construction 
union, near or within the work 
area of employees covered by 
a separate certification with 
the same employer, the Labor 
Relations Board should de¬ 
velop a policy that disallow* 
any picketing by the eonstruc- 
. tion employees that is sure to 
stop the work of the non-con¬ 
struction employees." 

On the touchy matter 'of 
inter-union jurisdictional dis¬ 
putes, one of the major 
causes of work stoppages in 
the construction industry, 
Kinnaird recommends that 
the government encourage the 
industry to establish the "ju¬ 
risdictional work assignment 
plan” as the procedural re¬ 
medy for inter-craft disputes. 

He also suggests the Labor 
Code be amended to make the 
work assignment procedure 
the legal avenue to solve such 
inter-craft squabbles. 

Kinnaird urges the Labor 
Relations Board and the gov¬ 
ernment to work out a policy 
which "recognizes the danger 
of dual unionism” and recog¬ 
nizes the "traditional con¬ 
struction craft unions as the 
appropriate labor organiza¬ 
tions to represent construction 
employees. 

"Crucial to this approach ia 
the recognition of the LRB 
that the traditional craft 
unions are the only appropri-

Evacuee* ready for flight 

Guadeloupe 
explosion 
like quakes 

POTNTE-A-PITRE. Guadeloupe (UPI) — The sum¬ 
mit of La Soufriere volcano exploded with a violent 
crack Monday night, setting off- a series of tremors 
equal in intensity to major earthquakes. 

Officials on this French Caribbean island said it 
was not immediately clear if the fuming volcano had 
actually erupted because clouds and darkness obscured 
the summit. 

There were no reports of injuries and no reports of 
poisonous gases, rocks or lava spilling over the sur¬ 
rounding area, which had been evacuated when scien¬ 
tists warned an explosion was imminent. 

One government official said the initial earth trem¬ 
or set off by the explosion registered "six or seven on 
the Richter scale,” equal to a major earthquake. 

The spokesman said the explosion was reported by 
civilians at Bouillante. about 12 miles northwest of the 
4,900-foot volcano, whose name means "brimstone 
mountain.” 

Five scientists at a bomb-proof bunker in Basse 
Terre’s historic Fort St. Charles immediately boarded a 
boat and headed for an offshore site to try to watch the 
volcano. " 

% More than four hours after the explosion* small 
earth tremors coukl still be felt on the island. 

Earlier, fire and geysers belched from a mountain¬ 
side crack nearly a third of a mile long and officials 
8aid an eruption of atomic-bomb ferocity was inevitable. 

"We’re nearing a catastrophe,” said French expert 
Prof. Pierre Brousse, who was keeping a round-the- 
clock watch on the cloud-shrovnled peak from a boat off 
the coast of Basse-Terre, the western wing of the but¬ 
terfly-shaped French Caribbean inland. 

Ten French scientists an a bomb-proof bunker in 
Basse-Terre’s historic Fort St Charles took turns flying 
three helicopters over La Soufriere’s crater. 

The director of the fort’s emergency laboratory, 
Michel Feuillard, refused to disclose their findings. But 
one official described the aerial watch as a "countdown 
of devastation.” 

"No one can say with certainty when the blast will 
come," one of Bmusse’s aides said. "It may be today, 
it may be within a week. 

"The one thing w« are sure of is, it will come.** 

Scientists Sunday predicted the volcano would erupt 
within hours. They denied Monday they had exagger¬ 
ated the danger to hasten an evacuation of the threat-^ 
ened area. 

French prefect Jean-Claude Aurousseau said 72,000 
persons who fled a wide area bounded by Caipesterre, 
St. Claude and View Habitants would have to remain in 
temporary shelters until he made a decision to let them 
back. 


519 Filipinos 
die in quake 

MANILA (UPI) — A devastating earthquake 
rocked a wide area of the southern Philippines early 
today, toppling concrete skyscrapers, s;>awmng tidal 
waves and killing more than 500 persons, official re¬ 
ports said. 

The reports said 519 persons ware killed, most in 
coastal towns off the main island of Mindanao, 500 
miles south of Manila, which were lashed by tidal 
waves as high as 18 feet. 

The quake, measuring 7 on the Rossi Forel scaleof 
10, struck shortly after midnight, toppling at least 10 
tall concrete buildings and snapping cable and power 
lines. More than 500 houses were destroyed by tidal 
waves, officials said. 

President Ferdinand Marcos proclaimed a state of 
calamity in the affected region. He said the city of Co- 
tabato appeared hardest hit. 

The quake was the most devastating since Aug. 2. 
1368 when one of equal intensity killed more than 300 
persons in Manila. 

Marcos said a 15-foot tidal wave folJow'ed the earth¬ 
quake and "overwhelmed” dozens of homes in the town 
of Malabang in the province of Lanao del Norte. 

The president said 19 persons were killed in toppled 
buildings in Cotabafco and 93 others were injured. He 
said 19 persons were burie^alive as the tremor toppled 
two multistorey hotels, a department store and a uni¬ 
versity building. 

Thirty persons* were reported dead in thb city of 
Pangadian and 26 others were killed in the vicinity of 
the southern seaport of Zamboanga. 

Another major quake struck central China about 
the same time but there were no reports on casualties 
or extent of damage.

Union and non-union em¬ 
ployers came in for criticism 
in the second report of James 
Kinnaird on the B.C' construc¬ 
tion industry. 

"The brief presented by the 
open-shop ICBA of B.C. was 
disappointing because they 
concentrated on a discussion 
of character which was point¬ 
less and very confusing,” Kin- 
aird * said. "The BCCA brief 
was disappointing in that it 
also tended to lapse into a 
variation of a conspiracy 
theory that sees all six work¬ 
ing terms of reference (of. 
Kirmaird’s commission) to be 
merely cloaking a grand de¬ 
sign to unionize the whole in¬ 
dustry. Much more is expect¬ 
ed of an agency representing 
the viewpoint of a major seg¬ 
ment of construction contrac¬ 
tors. 

"Both organizations, I sus¬ 
pect, would find a somewhat 
more receptive audience if 
they backed their allegations 
with a logical rationale.” 


Shaky truce threat 
by grumbling unions

One trouble spot has been 
removed but others threaten 
the shaky truce in B.C.’s con¬ 
struction Industry. 

The cement masons, who 
ha$ threatened to walk out 
again this week, have tenta¬ 
tively buried the hatchet. But 
other unions say the in¬ 
dustry’s decision against im¬ 
mediate payment of a recom¬ 
mended settlement could lead 
to further job disruption. 

A 37-day lockout-strike situr 
ation ended over a week ago 
on the strength of recommen¬ 
dations made by industrial in¬ 
quiry commissioner James 
Kinnaird. Kinnaird proposed 
wage hikes of 11.2 per cent to 
13.6 per cent on base rates 
, ranging from $9.50 to $12.19 

However, the Construction 
Labor Relations Association 
said it would pay only the 
eight per cent allowed under 
the federal control program 
until it received a ruling from 
the Anti-Inflation Board. 

The extra money involved is 
being held in escrow. 

Mike Parr, business manag¬ 


er for the operating engi¬ 
neers, said Monday night a 
number of the unions are 
strongly opposed to this and 
argue that the money should 
be placed in individual union 
welfare and pension funds. If 
the AIB orders a rollback, the 
money can be repaid, he said. 

Meetings are continuing be¬ 


tween CLRA and some of the 
15 unions ami seven sub¬ 
unions in an effort to resolve 
the issue.

ntp organizations to represent 
construction employees,” the 
report states. “Such recogni¬ 
tion ensures that dual un¬ 
ionism found in the province's 
pulp and psper indusstry will 
not develop In construction. It 
ensures that the over-all 
number of construction unions 
will not increase in a jieriod 
when a reduction in numbers 
Is desirable. Most important¬ 
ly, it virtually assures that 
the standard working condi¬ 
tions of the master construc¬ 
tion agreements will apply to 
in-plant construction.” 

Among Kinnaird's other 
recommendations : 


• All tradesmen in fhe 
construction industry ^hould 
be qualified and in possession 
of a journeyman’s certificate. 

• The labor department 
should establish a registration 
system for all qualified con¬ 
struction tradesmen. 

• Journeymen’s certifi¬ 
cates should be granted to 
only those employees who 
have completed a format ap- 
prenticeship in their respec¬ 
tive trades. 

• All new apprentices 


should be indentured to the in¬ 
dustry panels, eliminating the 
indentureship of apprentices 
to individual employers. 

Kinnaird s report recognizes 
that’many of his key recom¬ 
mendations involve expendi¬ 
tures of money. “Few (of the 
recomrhendations V call for 
swift changes, but I suppose 
that some members of the 
construction community will 
again, find the proposed 
changes to be a little rich for 
their blood.” 

But he warned: ”1 view 
these changes as being essen¬ 
tial to better labor relations 
and necessary as we move to¬ 


wards the end of this decade. 
These recommendations re¬ 
flect an aWarenss of develop¬ 
ments in other jurisdictions, 
the best advice received dur¬ 
ing the commission’s hear¬ 
ings, such research and study 
as was found possible during 
the term of the commission, 
and my personal experience 
with the industry.” 

Labor Minister Williams 
said copies of the Kinnaird 
report have been circulated to 
a I L construction industry 
unions," employers and em¬ 
ployer associations and will 
be available on request to 
other interested |>arties. 


DETROIT (UPI) — City of¬ 
ficials launched a crackowm 
on teen-age gang violence 
Monday, imposing a curfew 
- and calling 150 laid-off police¬ 
men back to work immediate¬ 
ly to “dean the streets and do 
what they have to do.” 

The announcement came in 
the wake of a disturbance by 
black youths at downtown 
Cobo Hall in which rock con¬ 
cert fans were assaulted and 
robbed and a woman was 
raped. 

Deputy Mayor William^ 
Beckman said" all the officers 
being called back to duty will 
tie assigned to combat the 
gang violence and get prosti¬ 
tutes and their pimps off the 
street.’ Me said none of the 
recalled policemen were 
being assigned to precincts. 

A 10 p.m. curfew would be 
enforced against everybody, 
Beckman said. 

If the new strategy didn’t 
work. Beckman said, “then 
we're going to have to pray.” 

Mayor Coleman Young was 
on vacation, but pledged 
through his press secretary to 
crack down on the gangs. 

An estimated 200 black 
youths stormed the big con¬ 
vention and concert hall Sun¬ 
day night, forced their way 
into the concert by the “Kool 
and t he Gang” and the 


Average White Band.” 
flicked up chairs and told the 
largely white audience: ”We 
want what you've got.” 

Police Chief Philip Tannian 
said many members of the 
audience started streaming 
out of the hall as the invaders 
— members of east side 
gangs known as the Black 
Killers and Errol. Flynns — 
began menacing them. 

Several persons were as¬ 
saulted and robbed — the at¬ 
tacks occurring both inside 
and outside the auditorium. , 
A white woman was 
stripped and raped on the 
sidewalk outside while her 
male escort watched. 

Windows were smashed at 
Cobo Hall and in two ,nearby 
business establishments. 

Twenty-one black gang 
members were arrested. 

The incident was the-most 
serious yet in a suipmer-long 
rash of gang violence that has 
enraged Young and kept De- 
" troiters on edge. 

Young, the city’s first black 


mayor, said through a spokes¬ 
man: “The time for talking is 
past and the time to do it — 
crack down on them — is 
here.” 

Tannian said his depart¬ 
ment did everything in its 
power to control the disorder 
Sunday night quickly. But he 
said he doubted that the gang 
members arrested on charges 
ranging from larceny to 
armed robbery would remain 
in police custody for long. 

“That’s completely out of 
the control of the police de- 
partmerfl.” he said. “If histor¬ 
ic pattqhis are followed, the 
majority of these jieople will 
he back on the streets before 
the day is over. 

“There was a time that 
when something like this hap¬ 
pened, there were a lot of 
bloody heads afterwards and

it didn't happen again. But 
you can’t do that anymore. 
The courts and society won't 
allow it.” 

Police did not intervene in 
the disturbance until it spilled 
from Cobo Hall, into the 
streets. 

Tannian said this was be¬ 
cause his men had no fore¬ 
warning of the violence.

Non-aligned nations denounce II.S. , Israel 

New cash scheme wanted 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (API 
A conference of leaders of 
non-aligned countries opened 
Monday with strong denun¬ 
ciations of the West espe¬ 
cially the United States and 
Israel and demands for a 
new international financial 
system to benefit underde¬ 
veloped countries. 

Prime Minister Sirimavo 
Bandaranaike of Sri Lanka 
formerly Ceylon told represent¬ 
atives of 85 countries that the 
Indian Ocean should he de¬ 
clared a peace zone and the 
military presence of the I’.S. 
and the Soviet Union should 
he removed. * 


Mrs. Bandaranaike con¬ 
demned the Israeli raid into 
Uganda last month to rescue 
hostages from a hijacked Air 
France jetliner at Entebbe. 

Such action "-cannot justify 
a violation of international 
law and of the sovereignty of 
a nation in any circum¬ 
stances.” she said. 

She also attacked the West 
for colonialism and imperial¬ 
ism recurrent themes .at 
the four previous non-aligned 
summit conferences, which 
began in 1961. 

"Recent developments in 
many parts of the world show 
that imperialism and colonia¬ 


lism, though in retreat, show 
a new face, and depend upon 
new' weapons which are just 
as dangerous,” she said, giv¬ 
ing, as examples "the role of 
mercenaries in Angola and of 
multinational corporations in 
subverting lawfully constitut¬ 
ed governments." 

Mrs. Bandaranaike warned 
the non-aligned countries 
against forming a power blop 
of their own. but urged th£m 
to show more economic mus¬ 
cle. 

She prQfxised estahlisment 
of a Third World hank to re¬ 
duce reliance on Western-con¬ 
trolled financial institutions. 


Another meeting today

VANCOUVER (CP) Both' 
sides in the Pacific Press dis¬ 
pute met adl day Monday with 
a provincial mediator but 
failed to reach agreement on 
conditions for a resumption of 
operations. 

Pacific Press which pro¬ 
duces the morning Province 
and the evening Sun, suspend¬ 
ed publication Aug. 7 follow¬ 
ing several days of work'slow¬ 
downs and study sessions by 
some of the 1.400 employees. • 

Ed Peck, labor relations 
'hoard-vice-chairman, met se- 
jwrately with representatives 
from the company and the 
Joint Council of News[*q>er 


Unions representing seven 
unions at Pacific Press. 

He said some agreement 
was reached with both sides 
but there are unresolved mat¬ 
ters to he discussed, probably 
during a meeting to he held 
today. 

Peck declined to comment 
on the unresolved issues. 

Dave Stinson, Pacific Press 
general manager, also re¬ 
fused to say what had been 
discussed hut said both sides 
made some program in devel¬ 
oping a back-to-work agree¬ 
ment. 

Stinson said if an agree¬ 
ment can be reached, produc¬ 


tion could resume almost im¬ 
mediately ami a newsjraper 
could be published one day 
after a return to work. 

The dispute develojted after 
Stinson told the joint council 
that the company wouldn’t 
pay full wage Increases in- a 
new two-year contract until 
the federal Anti-Inflation 
Board had ruled on them. 

The contract, which was ra¬ 
tified by the unions a month 
ago, called for a 16-per-cent 
wage increase in the first 
year and eight i>er cent in the 
second year. A senior report¬ 
er made* $320 a week under 
the previous contract. 


Shaky truce threat 


Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim of the UN gave his 
support to non-aligned de¬ 
mands for an overhauling of 
the international economic 
system. 

Among the reforms he 
suggested were an increased 
share in industrial activities 
for developing countries and 
an "equitable sharing in the 
global economic decision¬ 
making process.” 

The summit ends Thursday 
with the adoption of a politi¬ 
cal declaration, an economic 
resolution and an economic 
action program designed to 
ensure greater co-operation 
among developing countries. 

Three absentees at the sum¬ 
mit were Ugandan President 
Idi Amin, North.Korean Pres¬ 
ident Kim Il-sung and Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro. 

Amin was quoted on Ugan¬ 
da radio as saying "circum¬ 
stances beyond my control” 
prevented him from attending 
the conference. Observers 
speculated Amin may fear a 
coup attempt if he leaves the 
country. 

Meanwhile. President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt called 
for the non-aligned movement 
to take collective political, 
military and economic action 
against the Tel Aviv-Pretoria 
axis, saying Israel and South 
Africa are seeking to terrorize 
Arab and African peoples 
with nuclear threats., 

Sadat also told the confer¬ 
ence the non-aligned move¬ 
ment W'as fn danger of being 
left behind by international 
developments and that . it 
should he wary of some of the 
side-effects of detente. 

He said U.S.-Soviet co¬ 
op e r a t ion has increased 
through detente and they have 
begun to sow the seeds of dis- 
sention among international 
, groupings outside their orbit.

He said his union made two 
key gains in the latest meet¬ 
ing but declined to describe 
them on the grounds thal they 
were “confidential” matters.

Bonn, Bern smash 
Soviet spy rings 


They’re 
in clover 


BONN (UFI) — West Ger¬ 
man and Swiss police an¬ 
nounced Monday that each 
nation has smashed a spy 
ring selling military aviation 
secrets to the Soviet Union. 

The West German federal 
prosecutor's office said it 
arrested two men for alleged¬ 
ly trying to sell the blueprints 
of the new NATO swing-swing 
Tornado ^lighter plane to "an 
eastern intelligence agency.” 
Unofficial sources said the 
phrase referred to the Soviet 
Union. 

In Bern, the Swiss govern¬ 
ment announced the arrest of 
Brig. Jean-Louis Jeanmaire, 
commander of the nation’s air 
defence forces until eight 
months ago, for allegedly sup¬ 
plying military information 
and documents to the Soviet 
embassy. Government of¬ 
ficials said Jeanmarie is the 
highest ranking Swiss officer 
ever accused of being a 
foreign spy. 

West German police caught 
Valerian Kuzniak, a 32-year- 
old Belgian, as he tried to 


hand a suitcase full of micro¬ 
film and documents on the 
Tornado to a buyer, the prose¬ 
cutor’s office said. 

Kuzniak wanted $7.9 million 
for the secrets of the Tornado, 
but an "eastom^Jpading com¬ 
pany" with which he dealt of¬ 
fered less than $3 million, of¬ 
ficials said. 

Police arrested Kuzniak 
July 29 and his alleged ac¬ 
complice, 36-year-old West 
German Manfred Knuefel- 
mann, a week later. 

Coincidentally, on the day 
of Kuznlak’s arrest, the West 
German, British and Italian 
governments gave the go- 
ahead far production of the 
Tornado, a swing-wing fighter 
aircraft designed to penetrate 
enemy defences at ground- 
hugging altitudes. 

Britain will buy 385 Tor¬ 
nados, West Germany 324 and 
Italy 100. Each plane, fully 
equipped, will cost about $19 
million. Messerschmitt- 
Boedkow Blohm Cb. of West 
Germany will manufacture 
the Tornado for delivery in 
the 1980s. 
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Ex-premier indicted 
for Lockheed bribe

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TOKYO (UPI) — Former 
premier K&kuei Tanaka, the 
rags-to-riches politician who 
headed Japan's government 
from 1972 to 1974, was indict¬ 
ed Monday on a charge of ac¬ 
cepting a $1.67 million bribe 
from the Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. 

He is the first premier in 
Japan’s history to be indicted 
for corruption in office. 

The 1 indictment by the 
Tbkyo district prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice. accused Tanaka, 56, of 
accepting the bribe in return 
for helping Lockheed sell 21 of 


its Tristar jets to All Nippon 
Airways, Japan’s largest 
domestic airline. 

A second count charged the 
stocky, gravel-voiced politi¬ 
cian with violating Japan’s 
foreign cujjfrency control law, 
which requires all payments 
of money to Japanese by for¬ 
eigners to be reported to the 
government. 

Shortly after he was wrest¬ 
ed July 27, Tanaka resigned 
from the ruling Liberal Demo¬ 
cratic Party, which he long 
dominated and in which he 
still wielded considerable in¬ 
fluence.

‘Decisive battle’ 
opens for towns 


BEIRUT (AP) — Christian 
militiamen have begun a “de- 
cisivie battle" to recapture 
two Lebanese mountain towns 
east of Beirut held by Pales¬ 
tinian guerrillas, the Christian 
radio Amchit said Monday. 

Palestinian leaders played 
down the fight for control of 
the traditionally Christian 
towns, saying there was rou¬ 
tine shelling by both sides. 

In Tel A\dv, the Israeli 
state television station report¬ 
ed that Israeli patrol boats 
were blockading the Lebanese 
coast and stopping ships car¬ 
rying weapons to the Pales¬ 
tinians and their Moslem 
allies. 

It was the first semi-official 
confirmation of the blockade 
that might be of tremendous 
aid to Lebanon’s Christians. 

The television station said 
"a few boats” were boarded 
in the last week and their car¬ 
goes of arms were confiscat¬ 
ed. Israeli military spokes¬ 
men declined to comment. 

Lebanese President Sulei¬ 
man Franjieh, in a tough 
speech over Amchit radio in 
the sixth anniversary of his 
election, said his Christian 
forces would fight to the end 
unless Palestinian guerrillas 
returned to their refugee 
camps. 

Christian militiamen have 
been fighting the Moslems 


and Palestinians for 17 
months in a bitter civil war 
that has taken at least 34,000 
lives. 

Franjieh, whose term ex¬ 
pires Sept. 24, said Moslems 
and Christians must co¬ 
operate with President-elect 
Elias Sarkis "to build the Le-

F OK a HAPPY CHANGE there has been a bit of 
good news out of Northern Ireland. Several bits, 

m fact. 

Last Thursday a crowd of angry women, 2,000 at a 
rough count, marched out of a crowded Roman 
( atholie suburb of West Belfast in protest against the 
Irish Republican Army’s terror campaign which 
resulted in the death of three children two days 
earlier. Joanne Maguire, eight, John, two, and 
Andrew, two months old, died when a wounded 
gunman's car crushed them against the sidewalk’s 
iron railing. Their mother was critically hurt. 

In another incident, grimly (determined 
housewives rushed into the street to disperse a gang of 
ruling hoodlums preparing to block the thoroughfare 
with hijacked vehicles. 

Meanwhile, another 3,000 Roman Catholic women 
signed a petition demanding the IRA terrorists 
abandon their campaign of violence, intended to force 
the six counties of Ulster to break ties with the United 
Kingdom and join the republic to the south. 

The effect of these several incidents was to halt 
the violence that had rocked Belfast for a week and 
brought from one the leaders of the terrorists the com¬ 
ment that "the Maguire family tragedy has done us no 
good at all. In the present situation it's quite clear that 
any iurther operations would further alienate the peo¬ 
ple of the area.' 

The dramatic intervention of the women of Belfast 
is in sharp contrast to the general indifference of the 

men. 


-. The London Daily Express the other day published 
a photograph of a hooded sniper lying in wait for a 
larget while onlookers at the street corner stood about 
with their hands in their pockets. The newspaper's 
•caption was: “A blind eye to terror.” It s comment: 
"The frightening thing is the ease with which it is ac¬ 
cepted." 

• It may be significant that British security officers 
have told the Northern Ireland secretary, Merlyn 
Rees, that the Provisional Wing of the IRA has lost the 
sympathy of the people in traditionally republican 

areas. 

Now, they advise, is the time for an all-out effort 
to crush the terror. Or so the London Daily Telegraph 
reports. . * • 

The Daily Express columnist, George Gale, 
denounces Mr. Rees for a soft approach to the IRA 
gunmen, and he urges that the army be allowed to use 
its strength, that internment of suspects be resumed 
and that membership in the IRA- should be made a 
criminal offence. 

From this safe distance it would take no 
remarkable courage to support Mr. Gale's point of 
view — if it were possible to agree with him. / 

But surely experience has demonstrated that the 
Irish react to the sort of tactics Mr. Gale advises in a 
predictable fashion. 

It would be far better in the circumstances to en¬ 
courage the Roman Catholic women of Ulster in their 
rssistance to IRA violence. 

More power to them.

A real shocker — pleasantly

No place for games 


M UCH WAS MADE of the safety factor in B.C. 

Ferries operation when the government first 
made known its intention to reduce crew as part of its 
costs saving move. There was a union cry about insuf¬ 
ficient personnel to handle the lifeboats properly 
should the need arise, this despite the fact that federal 
manning requirements still would be met. 

If this wasn’t reason to question union leadership 
credibility, the latest threat to tie up the ferries by the 
marine component of the service, the people who ac¬ 
tually run the ships, gives pause for thought. 

The executive of the licensed workers, fuming 
since last May when the economy move was an¬ 
nounced, decided to recommend strike action as of 
Thursday midnight because Transport Minister Jack 
Davis had not yet announced how many of their 
numbers would be laid off after the summer season 
ends next month? 

It would hit the service at a time when business 
has picked up a little since the doubling and, in some 
cases, tripling of ferry fares: also when there could be 
a spurt in Vancouver Island traffic to the mainland 
with the opening on Saturday of the Pacific National 
Exhibition in Vancouver. 

But the union leaders have withdrawn their strike 
plan after three days of leaving the travelling public in 
a quandary. 

They say they were unaware of a commitment 


made by the main executive of the B.C. Government 
Employees’ Union that no job action would be taken 
until a referendum was completed on a wage offer of 
$45 across-the-board increase, effective October 1. 

'Die voting will not be completed until "September 
20 and Peter Marshall, spokesman for the officers and 
sailors, says their union will have to honor the no- 
strike commitment. 

It is incredible that the marine component of the 
BCGEU did not know that the parent executive had 
promised to stay on the job until the feeling of the 
overall membership on the wage offer was known. 

Where have the leaders of the licensed personnel 
been? 

If it was a sense of responsibility that had them 
worrying vociferously about safety in the manning of 
ferries, it got lost in the calling of the Thursday strike. 

Perhaps it was as the buisness agent for un¬ 
licensed ferry workers said when he revealed that 
there was no consultation with them in the strike call. 
Obviously upset over the action, Norman Thornber is 
quoted as saying that what the licensed union leaders 
had done amounts to "playing games.” 

If that's what it was, ferry users may wonder 
about the chances they are taking in island-mainland 
travel. There’s no place for games in the operation of 
the ships. Confidence in the crews might well be 
shaken. 


Perhaps it is true that good 
news is really no news.

He talked about the In¬ 
evitability Of a thermonuclear Middle East thinking big

mortals talk about the in¬ 
evitability of having to meet 
the mortgage payment at the 
end of the month. 

in those days practically 
every word Mr. Kahn uttered 
was quoted, discussed and, un¬ 
fortunately for our nervous 
systems, widely believed. For 
once a prophet — albeit a chill¬ 
ing prophet — was honored in 
his own country. 


be able to do so is because in 
this article are great answers 
to all Our friends who are con¬ 
stantly telling us that this old 
world of ours is going to hell in 
a bucket at a constantly es¬ 
calating pace. 

The spaceship earth, they tell 
us with an eager dolefulness, is 
about to crash. 

You know what 1 mean. One 
friend Is hipped on the popul- 
tlon explosion and is constantly 
telling us that by the year 2000 
none of us will have a place in 
which to lie down at night 
because the earth will be so 
jammed with humans there 
will be no space — we will have 
to learn to sleep standing up.

What 
has happened in the past 100 
years has been an aberration 
and to project from those 
figures is like taking the 
growth rate of a 14-year-old 
boy and. by assuming he will 
continue to grow at the same 
rate, realize he will be a 
monster at 25 


As for that question of ap¬ 
proaching starvation. Mr. 
Kahn simply does not believe 
it. He says his research shows 
that we have the land and 
technology right now to feed 15 
million people, and explains 
why and how. 

These and dozens of other 
goodies — no. we won t run out 
of resources nor will the cities 
of the world rot away, for In¬ 
stance — are dealt with by the 
continent's top futurologist. I, 
for one. am going to carry this 
copy of New York at all times 
as protection against the pes¬ 
simists. 

But. as I said in the beginn¬ 
ing. all this good news so far 
has been contianed in only one 
publication. Could it be that 
most news outlets do not con¬ 
sider Mr. Kahn worth quoting 
now that he is giving us good 
news?

Calling a number for the MPs 


Someone un la mi liar with the 
House of Commons might as¬ 
sume that it would adopt the 
most modern systems as a 
matter of course. But while the 
miracle of the telephone keeps 
other wheels turning, the big¬ 
gest business in Canada — 
government - has fallen far 
behind in availing itself of 
facilities that would enable 
MPs to serve the taxpayer 
more efficiently. 

The work load of an MP as 
ombudsman for his con¬ 
stituents grows geometrically 
as legislation and regulations 
become more complex. 
Besides sitting in the House, 
every MP must attend commit¬ 
tee meetings, make personal 
appearances in the home riding 
and carry the ball for con¬ 
stituents on their personal tilts 
with government, in all these 
roles, first-class telephone 
communication is a must. 

Jack Ellis. MP Hastings, 
convinced that the many 
frustrations of indifferent 
telephone service facing the 
average MP are unnecessary, 
recently launched a one-man 
crusade to acquire the system 
of the future — today 

★ ★ * 

Ellis s appeal to fellow MPs 
elicited a vivid response. 

Mother Bell’s Black 
Monstrosity”, "The little 
Black Bastard", are expres¬ 
sions they used to describe the 
archaic system.

has gone to lunch.”

Despite the Inadequacies, 
facilities, including telephones, 
have improved over the years. 
In the early 1960s, two MPs had 
to share a room, a secretary 
and a telephone. Today, most 
MPs have a two-room suite, a 
staff of three and two telephone 
lines — although not con¬ 
secutive, so that the second 
doesn't ring automatically 
when the first is busy. A third 
line may be authorized this 
fall, but trunk cables are too 
antiquated to provide Im¬ 
mediate services in some 
cases. So the system will still. 
leave much to be desired. 

Jack Ellis would like to 
see two major improvements 
— direct dialing for all MPs, 
and installation of the new SU 
system. (Bv happy coincidence 
the set is manufactured in El¬ 
lis s riding). 

The SL1 permits "speed cal¬ 
ling". Numbers frequently cal¬ 
led by MPs, such as their 
homes and constituency of¬ 
fices, could be reached by 
simply pressing a button. This 
set incorporates the "ring 
again" feature. If you get the 
busy signal, your phone will let 
you know when the number you 
want is free. This would be a 
godsend to busy MPs who may 
have to return a dozen caUs ih 
minutes between meetings. 


Conference calls — up to six¬ 
way conversations — are easy. 
All you do is press a button and 
dial the numbers you want. 

Another valuable feature for 
an MP who must leave his of¬ 
fice when an important call is 
expected is just to push a but¬ 
ton and dial the number where 
he can be reached. The call 
switches automatically. 

But Ellis has found that 
changes in such august institu¬ 
tions as the House of Commons 
are not easy, as witness,, my 
own experience. 

Following my resignation 
from the Cabinet, I was moved 
to a small two-room suite. But 
there was no intercom on the 
phone between offices. If a call 
came in, either my secretary 
or I had to jump up and head 
for the connecting door to con¬ 
verse. Irked by this 19th cen¬ 
tury inconvenience. I asked the 
Bell to install an intercom, but 
was advised that 1 “wasn’t en¬ 
titled". I offered to pay for it 
personally, but the answer was 
still "no”. Period.

I had the question referred to 
the commissioners of internal 
economy — a group comprising 
the Speaker and several 
cabinet ministers who sit In 
judgment on such weighty mat¬ 
ters. After due consideration, 
they too said "no”.

Dutch row over Soviet consulate

The Soviet uAon is conducting an 
energetic campaign to persuade the 
Netherlands’ government to permit a Rus¬ 
sian consulate to be opened in Rotterdam, the 
largest port in Europe. 

But the foreign affairs minister, Max Van 
der Stoel. is -firmly against the idea on the 
grounds that the Soviet diplomatic presence, 
in addition to a trade delegation, makes a 
consulate unnecessary. 

He is Backed in this by the Dutch Interior 
ministry, responsible for security matters. 

The ministry feels surveillance of another 
Soviet establishment in the Netherlands 
would be unfair to security services which 
are already fully stretched keeping an eye on 


Soviet bloc diplomats as well as extremist 
Totally frustrated, I asked political factions like those among South 
the law clerk of the House to Moluccans resident here. 

These considerations, which Dutch of¬ 
ficials had hoped to keep secret, have been 
given unwelcome publicity by Rotterdam’s 
burgomaster, Andre Louw.

bigger cities. 

Municipal planners—much in 
evidence these days—are say¬ 
ing that suburban stores and 
shopping centres in outlying 
areas might alleviate some oi 
this growing congestion In 
cities not built for the 
automobile. 

In the downtown areas of a 
number of these cities a trend 
toward larger shopping 
facilities is beginning. Some 
already have small chain-food 
markets and multifloor apparel 
stores. 

Consumer goods from world 
markets are pouring into cities 
all over the Middle East.

The mystery of Homer 


first poet of the West 


"It cost so much to buy the picture that I've got 
nothing to put in the wall safe."

Iceland is the next stop on a University of 
California professor’s personal odyssey In 
search of Homer. 

Apostolos N. Athanassakis has left his 
home here to fly to the frigid North Atlantic 
island in search of clues to a mvsterv that has 
•stumped scholars for 3.000 years. 

The mystery is Homer — first poet of the 
West. 

Homer's very existence remains an 
enigma. No one knows for certain whether 
one person or several poets wrote the Iliad 
and the Odyssey, where they were written or 
when. 

“More has been written about the two epic 
poems than about any other publication of 
man with the exception of the Bible," notes 
Athanassakis. 

“The bibliography of Homer staggers the 
mind. A German authority writing a critique 


of Homeric scholarly works published over 
the past century read 2,900 books and wasn’t • 
even scratching the surface. 

Today Germany and the United States are 
centres of Homeric research. 

The Russians are deep into it. So are the 
Greeks, English, French and Italians and 
scholars in scores of other nations. 

There is more interest in Homer now. says 
the University of California at Santa Barbara 
professor, than at any other time in history. 

Why the resurgence of fascination with 
two books of poetry recorded so long ago? 

“Because the Iliad and Odyssey touch the 
very depths of human existence,’’ insists 
Athanassakis. 

“Homer sings of perennial human 
problems. It is all there in the Iliad and the 
Odyssey — love, honor, society." 
i Athanassakis, like the ancient Greeks, has 
memorized great portions of the epic poems. 

A native of Greece, Athanassakis. like 
scores of Homer scholars scattered 


throughout the world, has dedicated his life to 
the study of the Iliad and the Odyssey. 

He has written scholarly papers about 
Homer published In this country, in Greece, 
Germany and Cyprus. 

Athanassakis has had books of his own 
poetry published in Cyprus, Greece and the' 
United States. 

The professor is convinced there are 
“hundreds, perhaps thousands of words we 
read In translations of Homer today that were 
NOT sung by Homer in the original form of 
the Iliad and Odyssey." 

“Since Homer first struck his lyre, millen¬ 
niums have passed. There has been a. 
proliferation of translations of the Iliad and 
Odyssey. Meanings have become unclear and 
subject to debate," he maintains. 

His travels in search of Homer have taken 
him to the islands of Crete and Cyprus and to 
his native Greece where he delved into age- 
old volumes on the early cultures of the peo¬ 
ple 


Through his research Athanassakis has 
been able to show incorrect translations in 
the ancient Greek poems occurring as earlv 
as the first century BC. 

“Lest we forget,” said the Homeric 
scholar, “the Homeric language in the first 
century BC was already old by more than Id 
centuries. Considering the art of recording 
the printed word at that time, it is easy to un¬ 
derstand how the mistakes came about." 

To understand society better as it was in 
the time of Homer the professor has flown to 
Iceland to pore over ancient sagas In the 
museums and libraries of the tiny North 
Atlantic nation. 

“1 hope to find many analogies in the 
sagas that will help me to understand 
Homeric society better,” explained Athanas¬ 
sakis. 

"The Norsemen who first colonized 
Iceland created a society which practiced 
primitive pagan values much as the Achaeans 
of Homer’s time.” 



Chain of caverns may hold 
gold and hidden treasure 


I would like to thank Mr. 
Daniel A. Townley very much 
for his letter of 10 August on 
the subject of raw milk, and to 
reply through your columns 
where his letter to me ap¬ 
peared. 

From the extreme nature of 
your language and the very bit¬ 
ter accusation in your letter. I 
can only assume that you have 
misunderstood my position. 
Certainly, to suggest that I, as 
an individual, would pose to 
dictate to people holding other 
opinions is quite erroneous, and 
indeed I could not agree with 
you more'regarding the quota¬ 
tion from Voltaire, that while I 
may not agree with you. I 
would extend to you every right 
to express your own opinion. 

As a citizen and a physician, 
I believe that the availability of 
raw milk increases the risk of 
the milk being a carrier of cer¬ 
tain infections. Pasteurization, 
in my view, has undoubtedly 
proven its value over many 
decades as a very valuable 


preventive health measure. At 
a time when health care costs 
are soaring, I simply believe 
that we should use all the kinds 
of preventive.measures which 
are known and available. 

For me to hold such an opi¬ 
nion in no way justifies your 
supposition that as an in¬ 
dividual. I would wish to dic¬ 
tate to you or anyone else. My 
proposal is to follow the usual 
democratic process and have 
public debate sd that persons of 
all opinions would have every 
opportunity to express 
themselves. The usual 
procedure for this is to have 
the appropriate legislation, in 
this case the Milk Industry Act, 
debated in the usual forum, 
namely the provincial 
Legislature. For this reason. I 
wrote to the minister of health 
asking him to consider bringing 
fort.h amendments to the 
legislation which would then be 
debated on the floor of the 
legislature, affording everyone 
an opportunity through his or 


Voice in power plans 
urged for Islanders 


According to a recent press 
release, B.C. Hydro is propos¬ 
ing to meet the power require¬ 
ments on Vancouver Island by 
another underwater cable from 
the Mainland. The new route 
would run from near Squamlsh 
to a substation near Quaticum 
and then by a new 500,000-volt 
transmission line to another 
substation near Victoria. It 
would appear that the only 
practical alternative to this 
proposal would be a nuclear 
power plant near the southern 
end of the Island. 

'Personally I think the people 
on Vancouver Island should be 
consulted and given an oppor¬ 
tunity to ’express their 
preference. 

A nuclear plant would 
produce cheaper power and if 
the federal government gave 
British Columbia the same 
favorable financial terms as 
they have already givqn On¬ 
tario, Quebec and New 
Brunswick, it would be very 
much cheaper power A 
nuclear plant on the Island 
would also greatly increase the 
security of electricity supply 
Underwater cables are subject 
to damage by ships' anchors 
and other causes and their 
repair could entail many 
months of delay and power 
brownouts while a cable ship 
was being obtained to carry out 
repairs. . 

The main objection to the 
proposal, however, has to do 
with transmission. The press 
release stated that this new 
proposal would give Vancouver 
Island its first 500,000-volt trans¬ 
mission line. I can hardly im¬ 
agine the residents of the 
Island accepting a wide swath 
for a 500,000-volt line running 
all the way from Qualicum to a 
point near Victoria. This, of 
course, would be unnecessary 
if a nuclear plant were located 
near the electric load centre — 
somewhere near the coast on 
the southern part of the Island 

I feel that those interested in 
the subject should make their 
own personal investigations 
and I suggest one thing they 
might do is to take a trip to 
Portland. Orgon. On the way 
they should stop at Centralia. 
Washington, and look at the 
large coal-fired open-pit pro¬ 
ject eight miles northeast of 
the city. This is the sort of 
operation proposed for Hat 
Creeke which I predict trill be 
an environmentalist's night¬ 
mare. Then proceeding on 
towards Portland they should 
turn off at Longview. 
Washington, and visit the Tro¬ 
jan nuclear plant. This plant 
produces approximately the 
same amount of power as the 
Centralia operation It also has 


excellent facilities for visitors. 
A similar plant located near 
the coast on Vancouver Island 
would not require the cooling 
tower but otherwise would be 
much the same. Islanders mak¬ 
ing this trip could then decide 
which they would prefer — a 
Centralia at Hat Creek with a 
new "backbone" transmission 
line on Vancouver Island or 
Trojan without the line and 
cheaper and more secure 
power.

A scientific expedition is setting out to investigate a vast 
chain of caverns in southern Ecuador which is supposed to be 
stacked with legendary gold and hidden treasure. 

Leaders of the joint British-Ecuadorian expedition, who 
are generally skeptical of the legends, say they are confident 
of unravelling the mysteries of the Tayos Caves which 
stretch deep inside jungle-clad hills, 430 miles south of here. 

Some 100 scientists and soldiers from both nations are 
manning the e/pedition to the caves in Morona-Santiago 
province, with the soldiers acting as a support team for the 
scientists. 

The caves and underground caverns in the area have 
been subject to much speculation but have never been 
properly investigated. 

Swiss author Eric von Daniken has suggested that the 
caves form part of a vast underground network which might 
even run as far south as neighboring Peru. 

In his book Gold of the Gods, he says the caves contain 
signs of earlier civilizations, possibly the Incas who 
dominated this part of South America until the 16th century. 
Some of the items to be found in the caves go beyond 
previously accepted knowledge of early scientific discovery, 
von, Daniken claims 


But his theories, which are shared by Argentine explorer 
Juan Moricz, are not readily accepted by the expedition. 

"We are very skeptical indeed about von Daniken's 
theories. " said the expedition's scientific co-ordinator, 
Philip Ashmole. » 

But Dr. Ashmole. who teaches at Edinburgh University, 
added: “if there s. anything to support these fantastic 
claims, we ll find out." 

The task of getting the expedition into the caves is 
daunting. 

The leader of the British military contingent. Maj. Chris 
Browne, explained that there is a drop of about 250 feet to the 
floor of the first cave. 

“We know that the caves extend at least two miles 
because people have been that far before, but from then on 
we'g going into completely unknown territory,” the major 
said. 

A specially trained team of Ecuadorean and British cave 
explorers is making the first descent to set up a base camp 
inside the caves. 

Once there, the scientists, whose specialties range 
through geology and archeology to the biology of spiders, 
bats and cave fungus, will set to work. 

"Until we've actually got down there we can't say exact¬ 
ly what we ll be doing. It depends what we find,” Dr. 
Ashmole added

A major firvdiyig is that the 
domestic balance of payments 
position has moved into a new 
phase since about 1970. There 
was a basic imbalance In 
Canada’s external trade per¬ 
formance whihc had led to a 
sharp deterioration in mer¬ 
chandise trade.

Because of the lack of 
progress in the current round 
of multilateral talks in Gene¬ 
va there is little ohance of 
any significant reduction in 
trade barriers and world eco¬ 
nomic growth likely will be 
slower in the future.

There were six players 
leading or tied for the lead at 
different points In the final 
round chase, a full dozen 
were in contention and, at the 
end, the other 11 were 
grouped within three shots of 
tjie winner. 

It was not classic golf — 
most of the lead changes oc¬ 
curred because of mistakes — 
but it was exciting. 

And, at the end, it was only 
fitting that it took some 


mighty scrambling to bring 
the 34-year-old Stockton the 
year’s final major cham¬ 
pionship iirprofessional golf. 

Stockton had been outraged 
when the scheduled final 
round Sunday was rained out 
and held over until Monday 
. because the delay cost him a 
lucrative cheque for a pro-am 
appearance. But he put aside 
his displeasure long enough to 
produce par 70, for a winning 
total of 281. 

He took the lead for the last 
time when Don January, the 
amazing 46-year-old come¬ 
back kid, needed three to get 
down from heavy fringe on 
the 16th green and took a 
bogey. . 


Only moments before, Stock- 
ton had staggered to sue-. 
cessive bogeys at tihe 13th 
hole, where he ran a chip shot 
from one side of the green to 
the other, and at the 14th, 
where his drive landed in a 
fairway bunker and his sec¬ 
ond shot went into a clump of 
trees. 

He made fairly routine pars 
at the 15th and 16th holes, 
saved efie at 17 with a superb 
bunker shot and a three-foot 
putt, then came to the 18th tee 
knowing it would take one 
more par to win. 

Up ahead, Stockton could 
hear the big roar that went up 
when January birdied the 18th 
hole for a 282 that tied Ray 
Floyd, the Masters champion. 


And when Stockton followed 
a good drive on the tough, 
465-yard finishing hole with a 
short second shot and a poor 
chip, it looked like there 
might be a three-w'ay playoff 
— a sudden-death playoff 
since the PGA changed its 
format at the last minute 
Monday because the cham¬ 
pionship already had gone an 
extra dayi 

Stockton, who won this title 
for the first time in 1970 at 
Southern Hills in Tulsa, Okla., 
where next year’s U.S. Open 
wall be played, studied the 
putt for a while and allowed 
his playing partners, Charles 
Coody and Dr. Gil Morgan, to 
putt out first. 

Three other players had 


sole possession of the lead at 
one point in Monday’s round. 

Coody led first. He-fell out 
of it at the third hole when, 
his drive stymied by a pine 
tree, he made a double-bogey. 

That turned it over to Jack 
Nicklaus, and some iieople 
figured that would be the end 
of it. But Nicklaus instead be¬ 
came a bitterly disappointed 
and frustrated los£r, his year 
going without a major title. 
He, too, fell horn the lead by 
taking a double-bogey, his oc¬ 
curring when he hit his sec¬ 
ond shot into a water hazard 
at the sixth hole. 

Then it was January’s turn. 
He won this title nine years 
ago. and, with a smooth swung 
through the front nine in Mon¬ 


day’s mild, sunny and breezy 
W'eather as the only player 
without a bogey. But January 
hit one into the water on the 
10th bole, and like Goody and 
Nicklaus before him, surren¬ 
dered sole leadership with a 
double bogey. 

The victory, 11th of his 
12-year career, was worth 
$45,000 to Stockton and raised 
his earnings for the year to 
$89,262. Floyd, who got into 
contention by making birdies 
at the 15th and 16th holes on 
the way to a 71, and January, 
who shot 72, each earned 
$ 20 , 000 . 

There was a.four-way tie 
for third at 283 among Jerry 
Pate, the 22-year-old winner 
of the U.S. and Canadian 


Open titles, Nicklaus, John 
Schlee and Australian David 
Graham. 

Pate, unquestionably the 
finest rookie since Nicklaus, 
was the only player in the 
field to break par in Monday’s 
pressure-cooker finish, shoot¬ 
ing a 69. But his hopes died 
when he hit his second shot 
into water at 18 and bogeyed. 

Dave Hill, who had a 71 
Monday and finished in a 
group at 288, earned enough 
money to make him the 11th 
$1 million winner in the his¬ 
tory of the PGA tour. The 
others are Nicklaus, Palmer, 
Welskopf, Miller, Player, 
Billy Casper, Lee Trevino, 
Bruce Crampton, Gene Uttler 
and Miller Barber. 


And Peter Oo6terhuis of 
Britain sank his one-iron tee 
shot at the 211-yard 16th hole 
for his second hole-in-one on 
the tour this year, helping 
him shoot a 71—292. It w'as 
the 10th hole-ln-one on the 
tour in 1976.

Garden Notes 


The perennial border really 
comes into its own in late 
August and September, with 
far more glowing color than 
you ever get in the early part 
of the growing season. To en¬ 
sure that the display will be 
at its best, it is a good idea to 
get in a few licks of work 
among these plants. 

Better check, for instance, 
to see that the staking is ade¬ 
quate, for so many of our best 
fall-blooming plants are 
rattier tallish and somewhat 
topheavy. Examine the ties 
and add more further up the 
stems if necessary. With such 
plants as the taller kinds of 
Michaelmas Daisies, try to 
avoid that horrible, bunched- 
up uook, like a flour sack tied 
around the middle. You may 
have to use as many as four 
or five light bamboo canes to 
achieve a natural look to the 
clump. 

Deadheads should be re¬ 
moved from the plants which 
bloomed earlier, but as I 
pointed out in an earlier col¬ 
umn, try not sacrifice an/ 
more of the foliage than is ab¬ 
solutely necessary. Sprinkle a 
little fertilizer around and be¬ 
tween the plans and finish off 
with a light hoeing to destroy 


any weeds and to scuffle in 
the fertilizer. Keep the hoe 
blade working very shallowly 
to avoid any damage to roots 
which may be near the sur¬ 
face. 

★ ★ ★ , 

With August a faily slack 
month in the garden, the pres¬ 
sure has eased, and even the 
grass isn’t growing as fast as 
it did earlier in the season, so 
we don’t have to rrlow so., 
often. With all this respite, 
though, there are still a few 
odd jobs which, while not in 
the least urgent, contribute 
quite a bit to the overall ap¬ 
pearance and well-being of 
the garden. 

There are the edges where 
the lawn meets the flower 
beds, for instance. When work 
is more pressing, we are 
usually content just to roll the 
lawn mower over these edges, 
but by this time of the year, 
some fairly long wisps of 
grass which have evaded the 
mower-will be growing down 
into the beds. These should "be 
lifted and clipped back, either 
with hand shears or with one 
of those marvellous battery- 
operated gadgets that work 
just like oversize barbers’ 
clippers. 


It is a good idea to keep an 
eye on the edging plants — 
Sweet Alyssum, Lobelia and 
the like — planted on the 
borders of our flcwer beds. If 
these have spilled forward 
over on to the grass, they 
may easily spoil the turf at 
that point. 

Start .at the back of the 
plant, and with the help of a 
few homemade “hairpins” 
made of wire, gradually coax 
the growth back into a more 
suitable position rather than 
just pushing it back. Most of 
our common edging plants re¬ 
spond beautifully to this gen¬ 
tle persuasion, except perhaps 
Tagetes, which can be pruned 
skillfully with a pair of scis¬ 
sors. Make a note for next 
year to set the edging plants 
farther back from the edge, 
allowing about ten Inches 
from the front row edging 
plants* to the grass. 

★ ★ ★ 

It won’t be long now before 
our onions start to ripen, and 
you can help them along with 
a light dressing of superphos¬ 
phate to condition them for 
the ripening process.

Simply scratch it into the soil 
surface on both sides of the 
row, about Vk inches away 
from the plants. 

Soil which has become 
mounded up around the onion 
bulbs should be removed 
carefully with the fingers, so 
each bulb appears ■ to be sit¬ 
ting right up on the surface. 
The idea here is to expose as 
much of the bulb’s surface as 
possible to the sun and 
weather. Do the job with gen¬ 
tle fingers, though, for it is 
still a little too early for any 
root disturbance. 

I have a note in my diary to 
remind folks who were given 
a potted cyclamen for Christ¬ 
mas that it is time now to 
repot the bulb and start it into 
growth again. Presumably, 
you put the pot away, proba¬ 
bly in the basemen^, after 
drying off the plant gradually. 
The bulb may now be shaken 
out of its pot and repotted in 
fresh purchased potting soil 
and a wel^-scrubbed pot, ide¬ 
ally with about an inch of 
gravel in the bottom for 
drainage. 

Water sparingly until new 
growth is seen emerging, then 
increase gradually as top- 
growth develops.

Victoria’s air is still among 
tlie cleanest of any city in 
Canada, according to meteo¬ 
rologist Michael Gow of the 
air service section of the B.C. 
Pollution Control Branch. 

It isn't that Victorians are' 
such cleaivliving people, ac¬ 
cording to Gow. The low pol¬ 
lution levels come from the 
city’s location on the sea 
coast that allows it to be 
bathed by clean offsliore air 
masses. 

“A city of a comparable 
size not on the sea coast 
would have higher levels,” he 
said. 

Another factor contributing 
to Victoria’s cleaner air, ac¬ 
cording to Gow, is the ab¬ 
sence of much industry. 

Gow made the observation 
Monday after his branch had 
monitored for more than a 
year new sophisticated re¬ 
corders installed on the root 
of its Cook Street office. The 
equipment, he said enabled 
the branch to state as a cer¬ 
tainty what had previously 
been only suspected. 

Victoria’s sulphur dioxide 
levels vary seasonally, with 
winter increases owing to the 
use of oil furnaces, but Gow 
said levels were well within 
. guidelines of the federal 
Clean Air Act. 

"On an annual basis, we’re 
maybe 60 per cent of the max¬ 
imum desirable sulphur diox¬ 
ide level,” he said. 

However, the monitoring of 
hydrocarbon and carbon mon¬ 
oxide levels had not gone on 
long enough to establish a 
trend other than “there is no 
problem.” 

These two pollutants are di¬ 
rectly related to automobile 
emissions and their peak 
levels have been recorded 
during the morning rush 
hours. These peaks occur, ac¬ 
cording to Gow, because of 
low wind velocities and brief 
temperature inversions which 
inhibit the natural removal of 
these pollutants. 

Gow Said “some particulate 
matter (suspended dust parti¬ 
cles)" is recorded from the 
B.C. Forest Products plant as 
well as high levels of dust 
fallout which Is mope of a nui¬ 
sance than a pollutant in the 
Gorge area. Emission levels 
are expected to change sub¬ 
stantially when the plant com¬ 
pletes installation of a new 
smoke stack.

Milk alternatives needed 
aldermen reply to Wallace 


Saanich council gave short 
shift Monday lo a suggestion 
by Scott Wallace (PC—Oak 
Bay> that the municipality re¬ 
scind its bylaw permitting 
sale of raw milk. 

“People should have free¬ 
dom of choice,” Aid. Roy 
Wootten said as he sponsored 
a motion that the corre¬ 
spondence be filed. 

"I prefer to drink raw 
milk,” he snapped, stating 
that he knows of one dairy 
which has been supplying raw 
milk for 50 years. “There has 
never been any problem ; the 
restrictions are more strin¬ 
gent for raw milk than at 
other dairies.” 

Aid. Fred Severson won¬ 
dered if the public was cog¬ 
nizant of the dangers in buy¬ 
ing raw milk. He went along, 
however, with those council 
members who favored main¬ 
taining the status quo. 


Wallace wrote that the po¬ 
tential for raw milk to trans¬ 
mit serious infections was 
well proven, while pasteur¬ 
ization of milk over many 
decades had been shown to 
greatly reduce the transmis¬ 
sion of infections by milk. 

WJhen health costs were 
soaring and the primary em¬ 
phasis of health professionals 
must be to educate the public 
to use sound preventive mea¬ 
sures in their nutritional 
habits, nothing could be more 
contradictory than to permit 
the sale of raw milk, Wallace 
said. 

Victoria city council on a 
4-4 tied vote earlier this 
month voted to ban the sale of 
raw milk. 

Aid. John Hayes has, how¬ 
ever, written Mayor Michael 
Young asking him to have the 
bylaw reconsidered.

The Saanich Peninsula 
moved a step closer to solving 
its domestic water supply 
problems Monday with the 
dissolution of three separate 
water districts. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Hugh Curtis said the assets 
and habilitie» of water dis¬ 
tricts in Deep Cove, Sidnev 
and Brentwood will be turned 
over to the municipalities of 
North Saanich, Central Saan¬ 
ich and Sidney, with the Capi¬ 
tal Region assuming the re¬ 
sponsibility for peninsula 
writer supplies. 

“In effect this means that 
the CRD will serve as an 
agent for the three municinal- 
ities to ultimately get Greater 
Victoria water from the Sooke 
watershed to the peninsula.” 
Curtis said. “Each munirinnl- 
itv will then be responsible 
for local distribution.” 

The Curtis move brings the 
neninsula municipalities into 
line with Saanich, Oak Bay 
and Victoria which buy water 
from the Greater Victoria 
Water District at a wholesale 
mice and resell it for domes¬ 
tic or commercial use. 

The Ifrifdhg of the peninsula 
to the main source of water 
supoly from Sooke Lake has 
been a matter of debate for 
more than a decade. 

Curtis said the move to dis¬ 
solve existing water districts 
in favor of the new proposal 
was one of four choices re¬ 
cently placed before a .joint 
meeting of the Capital Re¬ 
gion. municipal and water dis¬ 
trict officials. 

“Essential to the whole con¬ 
cept will be the establishment

A company spokesman said 
Monday all 93 B.C. stores 
would likely be closed by Fri¬ 
day or Saturday if there was 
no settlement in the mean¬ 
time. 


Supplies moved to the 
stores from the Victoria and 
Burnaby warehouses of Mac¬ 
Donald’s Consolidated Ltd. in 
advance of the lockout, are 
quickly diminishing. 

In addition to the ware¬ 
houses, the employees caught 
in # the lockout work for Lu¬ 
cerne milk and ice cream 
plants and the Empress Te$ 
and Coffee plant. 

A second company spokes¬ 
man has placed the total of 
B.C. Safeway employees at 
5,000. He estimated that 900 
work at 10 Greater Victoria 
outlets.

Prosecutor Derek Finall en¬ 
tered stays Monday in the 
court section of Judge Wil¬ 
liam Ostler for separate 
charges that 42 of the Public 
Service Alliance of Canada 
members engaged in. unlawful 
participation in a one-day 
strike in December, 1974. 


Manitoba higher-court luling 
'will likely become the key 
factor. 

In December. 1974, more 
than 100 PSAC members 
failed to show up for work 
while contract talks were 
going on and most said they 


had been ill. Consent to prose¬ 
cute had to be obtained from 
a federal board, which author¬ 
ized charges against 57 of the 
federal employees.

A nominal one?day jail 
term, which actually means 
no time at all, "is not my idea 
'of a suitable penalty in ordi¬ 
nary circumstances by any 
means” for a case where a 
policeman is assaulted. Judge 
William Ostler said Monday 
in Victoria provincial court. 

But he allowed a one-day 
sentence for Murray Fre¬ 
derick Hildebrandt. 22. of 319 
St. Lawrence, mainly because 
prosecutor Robert Mulligan 
suggested it would be suf¬ 
ficient after Hildebrandt spent* 
22 extra days in custody ih 
error. 

Hildebrandt. who was origi¬ 
nally charged with assaulting 
a peace officer, pleaded guilty 
to a charge of common as¬ 
sault in an incident early 
April 25. 

A Victoria jioliceman called 
to investigate a domestic dis¬ 
unite learned Hildebrandt was 
'in the house and knew there 
was a parole-suspension war¬ 
rant in existence for him. Hil¬ 
debrandt ran, said Mulligan, 
but was caught after a pursuit 
"of some distance.” 

As the pursuit ended. Hil¬ 
debrandt hit the policeman. 
Who was not hurt. Defence 
lawyer Derek Brindle said his 
client raised one arm with in¬ 
tent to strike and the officer 
ran into it. 

Hildebrandt pleaded not 
guilty April 26 to the original 
charge and Monday was set 
a? the trial date. His parole 
revocation form was endorsed 
in court April 26 and Monday 
was marked down as his re¬ 
lease day. 

But, said Mulligan. Hil¬ 
debrandt should have been re¬ 
leased June 18 because of 
"good time.” Once June 18 
arrived. was sent to an¬ 
other detention centre be¬ 
cause of the release-day mis¬ 
take. The error was not cor¬ 
rected and Hildebrandt was 
not freed on bail until July 9. 

Even so.- said Ostler, per¬ 
sons convicted of assault in¬ 
volving policemen "should get 
a realistic penalty." 

Similar nominal one-day 
jail terms were chosen by 
Ostler in the cases of Charles 
William Norman Roe. 27. of 
Seattle, and his sister Bar¬ 
bara Christine Roe, 29. 

Roe admitted possession of 
a small amount of marijuana 
seeds and his sister pleaded 
guilty to possession of five 
marijuana cigarettes Sunday 
when they arrived from Port 
Angeles aboard the ferry 
poho. 

The brother said he was a 
Canadian citizen living in the 
V.S. and had come with his 
sister to see a cousin on Ga- 
briola Island and possibly find 
work. On questioning by 
Ostler, both Rocs said they 
bad been held in the Victoria 
jail since their arrest.

Own-recognizance bail of 
31.500 was approved by Ostler 
for Robert Bruce McNaugh- 
ton, 20. of 821 Princess, who 
was charged with possession 
of marijuana Saturday in Vic¬ 
toria for trafficking.

Justice James MacDonald of 
the B.C. supreme court has 
dismissed an appeal by the 
Vancouver Sun against a 
board of inquiry finding that 
the newspaper had discrimi¬ 
nated against a homosexual 
group when it rejected an ad¬ 
vertisement. 

In a judgment released 
Monday, MacDonald says the 
majority of the board of inqui¬ 
ry "found that the real reason 
behind the policy of the news¬ 
paper was not a concern for 
any standard of human de¬ 
cency but a personal bias 
against homosexuals and ho¬ 
mosexuality on the part of 
various individuals within its 
management.” 

The board was appointed 
under the B.C. Human Rights 
(’ode after the Gay Alliance 
Toward Equality complained 
that the Sun had refused an 
advertisement put out by the 
group. 

The board ordered the Sun 
to stop contravening the 
Human Rights Code, to make 
the facilities of the advertis¬ 
ing department available to 
the group and to relrain from 
contravening the code in fu¬ 
ture.

MONTREAL (CP) - Police 
said 24 members of a motor¬ 
cycle gang were arrested Sun¬ 
day after they wrecked a 
hotel and held the owner’s 
wife and daughters hostage 
near Papineauville, 70 miles 
west of Montreal. 

A police spokesman said 25 
members of the Quebec Pro¬ 
vincial Police riot squad were 
called in from Montreal to 
assist 20 other officers in stop¬ 
ping the vandalism. 

The spokesman Aid the 
trouble began Saturday when 
members of the Popeyes mo¬ 
torcycle gang converged on 
the Hotel des Pins near the 
village of St. Andre Avellin. 


They came from several lo¬ 
cations in the province for 
what one policeman described 
as a weekend festival for 
bikers. 

The spokesman said the 
gang started wrecking the 
hotel with axes and crowbars 
early Sunday morning after 
cutting the hotel’s telephone 
lines and holding the owner’s 
wife and two daughters as 
hostages. The owner was 
away on business at the time. 

Many shots were fired and 
at least one man was injured 
by gunfire, the spokesman re¬ 
ported. Several cars were 
smashed or set on fire before 
police arrived. 


OTTAWA (CP) - Canadian 
filmmakers, most of them 
working at the National Film . 
Board, won six of the top nine 
prizes at the International 
Film Festival which ended 
Sunday. 

NFB filmmaker Caroline 
I>eaf of Montreal won the 
grand prize for a 10-minute 
movie she painted on glass 
and shot frame by frame. Her 
color film, The Street, is 
based on a short story by Ca¬ 
nadian novelist Mbrdecai 
Rrchler about the death of a 
grandmother in a Jewish fam¬ 
ily. 

Ms. Leaf also won first 
prize in the films-for-children 
category with the Owl Who 
Married the Goose, depicting 
the Eskimo legend of an owl 
who marries a goose and does 
everything conceivable to be¬ 
come one. Sound effects are | 
Eskimo voices. 

A second NFB entry winner 
was Lynn Smith’s Teacher, 
Lester Bit Me, showing a day¬ 
care teacher trying to cope 
with 15 rowdy children. Pro¬ 
duced for the education devel¬ 
opment centre of the NFB, 
the nine-minute film merited 
Ms. 9mith first prize in the in¬ 
structional films category. 

*A special jury prize went to 
the NFB’s Mindscape created 
by Jacques Drouin in one of 
the most difficult animation 
techniques where millions of 
pins are used to create shad¬ 
ow's. 

The five-member film jujy, 
representing Canada, the 
United States, Holland and 
Yugoslavia, had to choose the 
best three films in each of six 
categories from 108 compet¬ 
ing films. An initial 465 mov¬ 
ies were entered in the six- 
day festival, with 37 Canadian 
films — more than any other 
country — remaining in the 
race. 

The jury’s special prize was 
awarded to animator Lotte 
Reiniger for her fairytale film, 
Aucassln and Nicolette, the 
story of a prince in love. Ms. 
Reiniger. who lives in London. 
England, worked for the NFB 
last year. 

Independent Canadian 
director David Cox of George¬ 
town.

In today’s interesting game 
declarer was rich in the trump 
suit But to score tfee game and 
rubber, declarer must learn to 
put all of the trumps to work. 

West leads fourth best and 
dummy’s spade 10 is covered by 
East's jack and raffed by 
declarer. Dummy is entered 
with a high club and the jack of 
trumps is allowed to ridte for a 
losing finesse. West leads 
mother spade and declarer ruffs 
once again. Now declarer has 
only three trumps left and it's 
clearly a time of danger. 

Suppose declarer draws the 
outstanding trumps? Only nine 
tricks are available outside the 
diamond suit and now it’s too 
late to establish one there. If 
declarer tries anyway and leads 
a diamond, the defense wins and 
leads a spade to force out 
declarer's last trump. Then 
when the defense wins the sec¬ 
ond diamond, declarer has no 
more trumps and the defense 
beats the hand in spades. 

The best procedure is to defer 
drawing trumps and to work on 
the diamond suit sooner. After 
losing the heart finesse and ruff¬ 
ing the second spade, declarer 
should lead a diamond instead of 
drawing trumps. Hie defense 
wins and forces declarer to ruff 
another spade, but all is well. 
Declarer leads another diamond 
to establish the tenth trick while 
dummy’s eight of hearts is 
available to ruff another spade 
lead. 

The defense cannot gain by 
yeliding a ruff and discard, so 
declarer wins a club shift, draws 
the remaining trumps and 
claims 10 tricks and a well 
earned rubber.

‘Flashover’ blaze 
kills two firemen 


EDMONTON (CP) Police 
are searching for two men 
they believe may have been 
involved in a discoteque fire 
Sunday in which two 28-year- 
old firemen died. 

Police said the two suspects 
had given bouncers at the JJ 
and Friends Discotheque at 
J09B1 101st Street trouble and 
were seen leaving the club 
niinutes before the fire broke 
out shortly after midnight 
Sunday morning. 

Ralph Hopp, a father of 
two, and Murray Clark, whose 
parents live in Kelvington, 
Sask., were killed in the lire. 
Both joined the fire depart¬ 
ment in 1973. A third fireman, 
Paul Wyndham, 25, is in hos¬ 
pital suffering from severe 
bums to his hands, neck and 
groin. He was reported in sta¬ 
ble condition. 

The men were caught in a 
sudden explosion of flames 
caused by an intease buildup 
of heat to the point of simulta¬ 
neous ignition in the two- 
storey building. 

The three were pulled from 
the flames and given artificial 
respiration and treatment 
with a respirator. Hopp and 
Clark were pronounc ed dead 


on arrival at the Royal Alex¬ 
andra hospital, a block away 
from the discotheque. 

None of the patrons or staff 
of the club was injured. 

When Fire Chief L. C. Day 
told Dianne Hopp that lior 
husband was dead, her first 
reaction was: “I knew it." 

She told the chief she was 
always afraid when her hus¬ 
band left for work he would 
not return^ 

"She is showing tremendous 
strength despite her grief, 
thinking about tithers and 
what she can do." Day said. 

The deathsVif the two men 
wire the first for the depart¬ 
ment since a firefighter was 
killed in 1951. 

Damage to the discotheque 
was estimated at $50,000. The 
club caters tp pool players 
and dancers. There were 85 
patrons in the clu4^ when the 
fire broke out. 

Chief Day told a news con¬ 
ference a fourth fireman es¬ 
caped injury when the flames 
exploded in a "flashover” be¬ 
cause the flames shot right 
over his head. Wyndham tell 
nearer the entrance and was 
pulled clear first, \yhich prob¬ 
ably saved his life, the chief 
said.

Estrogen cancer link

WASHINGTON (API - A 
12-year study of women who 
have taken estrogen pills has 
concluded that the hormone 
does not prevent breast 
cancer In menopausal women 
and may even cause the dis¬ 
ease. 

The results of the study do 
not prove a relationship be¬ 
tween the drug and cancer, 
but they suggest a "definite 
possibility." 

The study was done by Har¬ 
vard School of Public Health, 
the National Cancer Institute 
and the University of Louis¬ 
ville (Ky.) School of Medi¬ 
cine. 

A report on its results is to 
be published Thursday by the 
New England Journal of Med¬ 
icine, but the Washington Post 
obtained a copy and published 
the findings Monday. 

The report is based on follow¬ 
ups of 1,891 women for an 
average of 12 years after they 
began taking estrogen. 

U.S. doctors have been pre¬ 
scribing estrogen for about 
five million to six million mid¬ 
dle-aged women to ease the 
pains of menopause. About 10 
million younger women take 
estrogen in birth-control pills. 

The study turned up no reli¬ 
able correlation between the 
length of time estrogen was 
used and the risk of breast 
cancer. 

For about the firs* 12 years 
after a woman began taking 
estrogen pills the likelihood 


that breast cancer would be 
detected if jt was present was 
about the same for users and 
non-users of estrogen, the 
study said.

Democrats denounc ed on ‘Watergate Skeletons'

Ford widens delegate lead 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (CP) — 
Denouncing Democrats for 
“rattling the dusty old skele¬ 
tons of Watergate,” Republi¬ 
cans sought to dispel defea¬ 
tism as they opened their na¬ 
tional convention Monday 
with President Ford widening 
his presidential nomination 
lead over Ronald Reagan. 

An unofficial count showed 
Ford had enough delegate 
backing to be just nine votes 
from the 1,130 required in 
Wednesday’s ballotting for the 
nomination. Reagan had 1,035 
with no indication he had 


picked up any new support 
despite withdrawal of arch¬ 
conservative Senator James 
Buckley of New York from 
the leadership race. 

Buckley, who previously 
threatened to enter the fight, 
said later he would support 
any candidate picked by the 
four - day convention. Party 
kingmakers were concerned 
that Buckley’s initial threat 
might cause chaos in a party 
already badly split and facing 
the tightest nominations fight 
in more than a decade. 

Reagan and Ford courted 


uncommitted delegates short¬ 
ly after the convention 
opened. About 100 ignored the 
courtship and in effect held 
the balance of power on the 
nominations outcome. But the 
shift toward Ford heartened 
his camp and brought predic¬ 
tions he would make it on the 
first ballot. 

Meanwhile, keynote speaker 
> Senator Howard Baker of 
Tennessee—a Republican star 
in the Senate idnvestigation of 
the Watergate scandal wfcich 
led to Richard Nixon’s down¬ 
fall— blasted the Democrats 


for dredging up the scandal 
as part of this year's presi¬ 
dential campaign. 

Baker, considered a possi¬ 
ble Ford running mate if Ford 
wins the nomination, appealed 
to Republicans to look to the 
future and concentrate on 
what he described as the 
major issues this year—too 
much government, too many 
laws, too much taxation. p 

Reagan plans to challenge 
the White House chief on 
foreign policy and to try to 
force him to name his choke 
for vice-president. 


” It was in his first report, 
originally commissioned by 
the New Democratic Party 
government, that Kinnaird 
recommended an advisory 
council to advise the govern¬ 
ment of technical problems in 
the industry. 

While an interim council 
was established after that rec¬ 
ommendation, Kinnaird now 
states “an expanded perma¬ 
nent Construction Industry 
Advisory Council (CIAC) re¬ 
presenting additional seg¬ 
ments of the industry would 
offer successive provincial 
governments a direct contact 
which is aware and able to 
explain the positions of the in¬ 
dustry.” 

Kinnaird has always 
claimed that one of the main 
problems in understanding 
the construction industry was 
that there were few, if any, 
experts to advise government. 

He suggests that a perma¬ 
nent CIAC should consist of a 
chairman and 10 board 
members with three sub-com¬ 
mittees to work with the main 
board. 

“The key to all of my rec¬ 
ommendations is an effective 
advisory body,” Kinnaird 
said. “When the true impor¬ 
tance oC the construction iie 
dustry is realized by govern¬ 
ment and other segments of 
the industrial community, 
then construction will assume 
its place in government 
priorities with mining, fish¬ 
ing, forestry and the other 
ministries of government.” 

While making his recom¬ 
mendations for a super-ad¬ 
visory board of management 
and labor, Kinnaird said he 
was under no illusions that a 
permanent CIAC could fail if 
it became just another bu¬ 
reaucracy. 

"Of all the recommen¬ 
dations made, my greatest 
hopes and fears remain with 
the development erf the CIAC 
and its sui>onmmittiee,” Kin¬ 
naird stated. 

But, he added: “Bureaucra¬ 
cies flourish in Canada and 
B.C. is no exception. I have 
recommended a minimum of 


government involvement. Yet 
no government participation 
would negate the very point of 
trying to identify the prob¬ 
lems of the industry. 

"Unfortunately the breeding 
ground for bureaucracies ap¬ 
pears to be in the fertile soil 
of government.” 

Kinnaird, who was for a 
time deputy to then labor 
minister William King, doesn’t 
spare labor organizations in 
his sometimes-biting report. 

As he did in his first report 
published last year, Kinnaird 
again calls for restrictions on 
indiscriminate picketing of 
construction sites. 

Kinnaird recommends that 
"where a certification is 
granted to a construction 
union, near or within the work 
area of employees covered by 
a separate certification with 
the, same employer, the Labor 
Relations Board should de¬ 
velop a policy that dteaJk*vs 
any picketing by the construc¬ 
tion employees that is sure to 
stop the work of the non-con¬ 
struction employees.” 

On the touchy matter of 
inter-union jurisdictional dis¬ 
putes, one of the major 
causes of u r ork stoppages in 
the construction industry. 
Kinnaird recommends that 
the government encourage the 
industry to establish the "ju¬ 
risdictional work assignment 
plan" as the procedural re¬ 
medy for inter-craft disputes. 

He also suggests the Labor 
Code be amended to make the 
work assignment procedure 
the legal avenue to solve such 
inter-craft squabbles. 

Kinnaird urges the Labor 
Relations Board and the”gov¬ 
ernment to work out a policy 
which "recognizes the danger 
of dual unionism” and recog¬ 
nizes the "traditional con¬ 
struction craft unions as the 
appropriate labor organiza¬ 
tions to represent construction 
employees. 

"CYucual to this approach is 
the recognition of the LRB 
that the traditional craft 
unions nre the only appropri-

Guadeloupe 

catastrophe 

‘inevitable’ 


POINTE-A-PTTRE, Guadeloupe — French scien¬ 
tists flew over the seething La Soufriere volcano Mon¬ 
day on a "countdown of devastation,” defying geysers 
of fire and poison gas that belched from a crack nearly 
a third of a mile long in the side of the mountain. 

Officials said an eruption of atomic-bomb ferocity 
was "absolutely inevitable.” 

"We’re nearing a catastrophe,’’ said French expert 
Prof. Pierre Brousse, who was keeping a round-the- 
clock watch on the cloud-fchrouded peak from a boat off 
the coast of Basse-Terre, the western wing of the but- 
tejfly-stwiped French Caribbean island. 

Ten French scientists in a bomb-proof bunker in 
Basse-Terre’s historic Fort St. Charles took turns flying 
three helicopters over La Soufriere’s ©rater. 

The director of the fort’s emergency laboratory, 
Michel Feulllard, refused to disclose their findings. But 
one official described the aerial watch as a "countdown 
erf devastation.” 

"No one can say with certainty when the blast will 
come.” one of Brousse’s aides said. "It may be today, 
it may be within a week. 

"The one thing we are sure of is, it will come.” 

Scientists Sunday predicted the volcano would erupt 
within hours. They denied Monday they had exagger¬ 
ated the danger to hasten an evacuation of the threat¬ 
ened area. , 

"The opposite is true," one official said. 

Enormous subterranean forces Monday already had 
blasted open a 500-yard crack on the side of La Sou¬ 
friere in a prelude to the eruption scientists said could 
equal the force of more tlian a dozen Hiroshima - size 
atom bombs. 

French prefect Jean-Claude Aurousseau said 72,000 
persons who fled a wide area bounded by Capesteore, 
St. Claude and View Habitants would have to remain in 
temporary shelters until he made a decision to let them 
back. 


35 Filipinos 
die in quake 


TOKYO (CP) - Two major 
earthquakes struck Asia on 
Monday in a two-hour period 
— in central China and in the 
Philippines. 

No reports of damage or 
casualties were available 
from China. But in the Philip¬ 
pines officials said at least 35 
persons were killed and at 
least 50 injured. 

The Philippine officials said 
all casualties occurred on 
Mindanao Island, the south-* 
ernmost island in the country, 
and that at least 100 persons 
are left homeless. 

The officials said six of the 
injured were hit by a tidal 
wave which followed the 
quake. The wave struck Sakol 
Island olf Zamboanga, about 
525 miles south of Manila. 

The Seismological Institute in 
Uppsala, Sweden, reported a 
powerful quak& measuring 
8.1 on the Richter scale, in an 
area between New Guinea 
ami Halmahera Island In the 
Moluccas, an island group in 
eastern Indonesia. The epi¬ 
centre of the quake was ap¬ 
proximate 600 miles to the 


southeast of the quake in the 
Philippines. 

U . S . government seis¬ 
mographs at Golden mea¬ 
sured the China quake at 6.S 
on the Richter scale while thi 
Japanese agency put it at 7.3, 
The seismological institutior 
in Uppsala, Sweden, mea¬ 
sured the quake at 7.2. 

A quake registering 6 on the 
Richter scale, which mea¬ 
sures ground motion, is con¬ 
sidered severe. Every in¬ 
crease of one number on the 
scale means the ground mo¬ 
tion is 10 times worse. A 
quake measuring 7 on the 
scale is a "major earthquake 
capable of heavy damage" ir 
poinilated art as. /, 

The Tangshan quake mea¬ 
sured 8.2 on the scale, consid¬ 
ered a "great” earthquake 
capable of tremendous dam¬ 
age. The port city, with a ;>op- 
afttnrm of about one million, 
was 80-per-cent destroyed. No 
casualty figures were re¬ 
leased by the Chinese govem- 
rtient, but the number killed 
has been estimated by outside 
observers to be in the tens of 
tliousands.

Shaky truce threat 
by grumbling unions

One trouble spot has been 
removed but others threaten 
the shaky truce in B.C.’s con¬ 
struction industry. 

The cement masons, who 
had threatened to walk out 
again this week, have tenta¬ 
tively buried the hatchet. But 
other unions say the in¬ 
dustry’s decision against im¬ 
mediate payment of a recom¬ 
mended settlement could lead 
to further job disruption. 

A 37-day lockout-strike situ¬ 
ation ended over a week ago 
on the strength of recommen¬ 
dations made by industrial in¬ 
quiry commisrioner James 
Kinnaird. Kinnaird proposed 
wage hikes 11.2 per cent to 
13.6 per cent on base rates 
ranging from 59.50 to 312.19 

However, the Construction 
Labor Relations Association 
said it would pay only the 
eight per cent allowed under 
the federal control program 
until ft received a rifling from 
the Anti-Inflation Board. 

The extra money involved is 
being held in escrow. 

Mike Parr, business manag¬ 


er for the operating engi¬ 
neers, said Monday night a 
number of the unions are 
strongly opposed to this and 
argue that the money should 
be placed in individual union 
welfare and pension funds. If 
the AIB orders a rollback, the 
money ca*>e repaid, he said. 

Meetings ere continuing be¬ 


tween CLRA told some of th* 
15 unions am seven sub¬ 
unions in an effort to resolve 
the issue. 

Parr, like some of the 
others, realizes a stalemate 
could lead to walkouts and a 
further shutdown of the in¬ 
dustry.

Former deputy labor minister James Kinnaird told 
the provincial government Monday that the key to 
future labor peace in the construction industry lay in 
the formation of a permanent advisory council.

afp organizations to represent 
construction employees,” the 
report states. “Such recogni¬ 
tion ensures that dual un¬ 
ionism found in the province's 
pulp and paper indusstry will 
not develop in construction. It 
ensures that the over-all 
number of construction unions 
will not increase in a period 
when a reduction in numbers 
is desirable. Most important¬ 
ly, It virtually assures that 
the standard working condi¬ 
tions of the master construc¬ 
tion agreements will apply to 
in-plant construction.” 

Among Kinnaird's other 
recommendations: 


• All tradesmen in the 
construction industry should 
be qualified and in possession 
of a journeyman’s certificate. 

• The labor department 
should establish a registration 
system for all qualified con¬ 
struction tradesmen. 

• Journeymen's certifi¬ 
cates should be granted to 
only those employees who 
have completed a formal ap¬ 
prenticeship in their respec¬ 
tive trades. 

• Art- new apprentices 


should be indentured to the in¬ 
dustry panels, eliminating the 
indentureship of apprentices 
to individual employers. 

Rinnaird s report recognizes 
that many of his key recom¬ 
mendations involve expendi¬ 
tures of money. “Few (gf the 
recommendations)- call for 
swift changes, but I suppose 
that some members of the 
construction community will 
again find the proposed 
changes to be a little rich for 
their blood.” 

But he warned: ”1 view 
these changes as being essen¬ 
tial to better labor relations 
and necessary as we move to¬ 


wards the end o f this decade. 
These recomifiendations re¬ 
flect an awarenss of devclop- 
mepts in other jurisdictions, 
the best advice received dur¬ 
ing the commission's hear¬ 
ings, such research and study 
as was found possible during 
the term of the commission, 
and my personal experience 
with the industry." 

l^abor Minister Williams 
said copies of the Kinnaird 
report have been circulated to 
a 11 construction industry 
unions, employers and em¬ 
ployer associations and will 
be available on request to 
othdr interested parties. 


DETROIT (UP1) — City of¬ 
ficials launched a crackown 
on teen-age gang violence 
Monday, imposing a curfew 
and calling 450 laid-off police¬ 
men back t.» work immediate¬ 
ly to "clean the streets and do 
what they have to do." 

The announcement came in 
the wake of a disturbance by 
black youths at downtown 
Cobo Hall in which rock con¬ 
cert fans were assaulted and 
robbed and a woman was 
raped. 

Deputy Mayor William 
Beckman said all the officers 
being called back to duty will 
be assigned to combat the 
gang violence and get prosti¬ 
tutes and their pimps off the 
street. He said none of the 
recalled policemen were 
being assigned to precincts. 

*A 10 p.m. curfew would he 
enforced against everybody, 
Beckman said. 

If the new strategy didn’t 
work, Beckman said, "then 
we’re going to have to pray." 

Mayor Coleman Young was 
on vacation, but pledged 
through his press secretary to 
crack down on the gangs. 

An estimated 200 black 
youths stormed the big con¬ 
vention and concert hall Sun¬ 
day night, forced their way 
into the concert by the "Kool 
and the Gang" and the 


'Average White Band,” 
lucked up chairs and told the 
largely white audience: "We 
want what you’ve got." 

Police Chief Philip Tannian 
said many members of the 
audience started streaming 
out of the hall as the invaders 
members of east side 
gangs known as the Black 
Killers and Errol Flynns — 
began menacing them. 

Several persohs were as¬ 
saulted and robbed — the at¬ 
tacks occurring both inside 
and outside the auditorium. 

A white woman was 
stripped and raped on ihe 
sidewalk outside while her 
male escort watched. 

Windows were smashed at 
Cobo Hall add In two nearby 
business establishments. 

Twenty-one black gang 
members were arrested. 

The incident was the most 
serious yet in a summer-long 
rash of gang violence that has 
enraged Young and kept De¬ 
troiters on edge. 

Young, the city's first black 


mayor, said through a spokes¬ 
man: "The time for talking is 
past and the time to do It 
crack down on them — is 
here.” 

Tannian said his depart¬ 
ment did everything in its 
power, to control the disorder 
Sunday night quickly. But he 
said he doubted that the gang 
members arrested on charges 
ranging from larceny to 
armed robbery would remain 
in police custody for long. 

"That’s completely out of 
the control of the police de¬ 
partment." he said. "If histor¬ 
ic patterns are followed, the 
majority of these people will 
be back on the streets befme 
the day is over. 

"There was a time that 
when something like this hap¬ 
pened, there were a lot of ! | 
bloody heads afterwards and

Police did not intervene in 
the disturbance until it spilled 
from Cobo Hall into the 
streets.

Non-aligned nations denounce U.S., Israel 

New cash scheme wanted 


COLOMBO. Sri Lanka (AP» 
A conference of leaders of 
non-aligned countries opened 
Monday with strong denun¬ 
ciations of the West espe- 
cj ally the United States and 
Israel and demands for a 
new international financial 
system to benefit underde¬ 
veloped countries. 

Prime Minister Sirimavo 
Bandaranaike of Sri Lanka 
formerly Ceylon told represent¬ 
atives of 85 countries that the 
Indian Ocean should be de¬ 
clared a peace zone and the 
military presence of the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union should 
he removed. 


Mrs. Bandaranaike con¬ 
demned the Israeli raid into 
Uganda last month to rescue 
hostages from a hijacked Air 
France jetliner at Entebbe. 

Such action 'cannot justify 
a violation of international 
law and of the sovereignty of 
a nation in any circum¬ 
stances." she said. 

She also attacked the West 
for colpnialism and imperial¬ 
ism recurrent themes at 
the four previous non-aligned 
summit conferences, which 
began in 1961. 

'Recent developments In 
many parts of the world show 
that Imperialism and colonia¬ 


lism. though in retreat, show’ 
a new face, and depend upon 
new weapons which are just 
as dangerous." she said, giv¬ 
ing as examples "the role of 
mercenaries in Angola and of 
multinational corporations in 
subverting lawfully constitut¬ 
ed governments." 

Mrs. Bandaranaike warned 
the non-aligned countries 
against forming a power bloc 
of their own, but urged them 
to show more economic mus¬ 
cle. 

She proposed establisment 
of a Third World bank to re¬ 
duce reliance on Western-con¬ 
trolled financial institutions. 


Another meeting today 
in newspaper dispute 


VANCOUVER (CPI Both 
sides in the Pacific Press dis¬ 
pute met all day Monday with 
a provincial mediator but 
failed to reach agreement on 
conditions for a resumption of 
operations. 

Pacific Press which pro¬ 
duces the morning Province 
and the evening Sun, suspend¬ 
ed publication Aug. 7 follow¬ 
ing several days of work slow¬ 
downs and study sessions by 
some of the 1,400 employees. 

Ed Peck, labor relations 
board vice-chairman, met se¬ 
parately with representatives 
from the company and the 
Joint Council of Newspaper 


Unions representing . seven 
unions at Pacific Press. 

He said some agreement 
was reached with both sides 
but there are unresolved mat¬ 
ters to be discussed, probably 
during a meeting to be held 
today. 

Peck declined to comment 
on the unresolved issues. 

Dave Stinson, Pacific Press 
general manager, also re¬ 
fused to say what had been 
discussed but said both sides 
made some progress in devel¬ 
oping a back-to-work agree¬ 
ment. 

Stinson said if an agree¬ 
ment can be reached, produc¬ 


tion could resume a I mast im¬ 
mediately and a newspaper 
could be published one day 
after a return to work. 

The dispute developed after 
Stinson told the joint council 
that the company wouldn’t 
pay full wage increases in a 
new two-year contract until 
the federal Anti-Inflation 
Board had ruled on them. 

The contract, which was ra¬ 
tified by the unions a month 
ago. called for a 16-per-cent 
w’age increase in the first 
year and eigjit per cent in the 
second year. A senior report¬ 
er made S320 a week under 
the previous contract.

Secretary-General Kurt 

Waldheim of the UN gave his 
support to non-aligned de¬ 
mands for an overhauling of 
the international economic 
system. 

Among the reforms he 
suggested were an increased 
share in industrial activities 
lor developing countries and 
an "equitable sharing in the 
global economic decision¬ 
making process." 

The summit ends Thursday 
with the adoption of a politi¬ 
cal declaration, an economic 
resolution and an economic- 
action program designed to 
ensure greater co-operation 
among developing countries. 

Three absentees at the sum¬ 
mit were Ugandan President 
Idi Amin. North Korean Pres¬ 
ident Kim Il-sung and Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro. 

Amin was quoted on Ugan¬ 
da radio as saying "circum¬ 
stances beyond my control" 
prevented him from attending 
the conference. Observers 
speculated Amin may fear a 
coup attempt if he leaves the 
country. 

Meanwhile. President 
Anw’ar Sadat of Egypt called 
for the non-aligned movement 
to take collective political, 
military and economic action 
against the Tel Aviv-Pretoria 
axis, saying Israel and South 
Africa are seeking to terrorize 
Arab and African peoples 
with nuclear threats. 

Sadat also told the confer¬ 
ence the non-aligned move¬ 
ment was in danger of being 
left behind by international 
developments and that it 
should be wary of some of the 
side-effects of detente. 

He said U.S.-Soviet eo- 
operation has increased 
through detente and they have 
begun to sow the seeds of dis- 
sention among international 
groupings outside their orbit.

BETHESDA, Md. (UP!) — 
Dave Stockton survived one 
at the wildest scrambles in 
golf history Monday with a 
clutch 10-foot par putt on the 
18th green to win the PGA 
championship for the second 
time. 

There were six players 
leading or tied Cor the lead at 
different points in the final 
round chase, a full dozen 
were tn contention and, at the 
ehd, the other 11 were 
grouped within three shots 
the winner. 

It was not classic golf — 
most of the lead changes oc¬ 
curred because of mistakes —' 
but it was exciting. 

And, at the end, it was only 
fitting that K took some 


mighty scrambling to bring 
the 34-year-olp Stockton the 
year’s final major cham¬ 
pionship in professional golf. 

Stockton had been outraged 
when the scheduled final 
round Sunday was rained out 
and held over until Monday 
because the delay cost him a 
lucratice check for a ptro-am 
appearance. But' he put aside 
his displeasure long enough to 
produce par 70, for & winning 
toftil of 281. 

He took the lead for the last 
time when Don January, the 
amazing 46-year-old come¬ 
back kid, needed three to get 
down from heavy fringe on 
the 16th green and took a 
bogey. 


Only moments before, Stock- 
ton had staggered to suc¬ 
cessive bogeys at the 13th 
hole, where he ran a chip shot 
from one side of the green to 
the other, and at the 14th, 
where his drive landed in a 
fairway bunker and his sec¬ 
ond shot went into a clump of 
trees. 

He macte fairly routine pars 
at the 15th and 16th holes, 
saved one at 17 with a superb 
bunker shot and a three-foot 
putt, then came to the 18th tee 
knowing it would take pne 
more par to win. 

Dp ahead, Stockton could 
hear the big roar that went up 
when January birdied the 18th 
hole for a 282 that tied Ray 
Floyd, the Masters champion. 


And when Stockton followed 
a good drive on the tough, 
465-yard finishing hole with a 
short second shot and a poor 
chip, it looked like there 
might be a three-way playoff 
— a sudden-death playoff 
since the PGA changed its 
format at the last minute 
Monday because the cham¬ 
pionship already had gone an 
extra day. 

Stockton, who won this title 
for the first time in 1970 at 
Southern Hills in Tulsa, Okla., 
whore next year’s U.S. Open 
will be played, studied the 
putt for a while and allowed 
his playing partners, Charles 
Coody and Dr. Gil Morgan, to 
putt out first. 

Three other players had 


sole possession of the lead at 
one point in Monday’s round. 

Coody led first, lie fell out 
of it at the third hole when, 
his drive stymied by a pine 
tree, he made a double-bogey. 

That turned it over to Jack 
Nicklaus, and some people 
figured that would be the end 
at It. But Nicklaus instead be¬ 
came a bitterly disappointed 
and frustrated loser, his year 
gone without a major title. 
He, too, fell from the lead by 
taking a double-bogey, his oc¬ 
curring when he hit his sec¬ 
ond shot into a water hazard 
at the sixth hole. 

Then it was January's turn. 
He won this title nine years 
ago apd, with a smooth swing 
through the front nine in Mon¬ 


day’s mild, .sunny and breezy 
weather es the only player 
without a bogey. But January 
hit one into the water on the 
10th hole, and like Coody and 
Nicklaus before him, surren¬ 
dered sole leadership with a 
double bogey. 

The victory, 11th. of his 
.12-year career, was worth 
$45,000 to Stockton and raised 
his earnings for the year to 
589,262. Floyd, who got into 
contention by making birdies 
at the 15th and 16th holes on 
the way to a 71, and January, 
who shot 72, each earned 
$ 20 , 000 . 

There was a four-way tie 
for third at 283 among Jerry 
Pate, the 22-year-old winner 
of the U.S. and Canadian 


Open titles, Nicklaus, John 
Schlee and Australian David 
Graham. 

Pate, unquestionably the 
finest rookie since Nicklaus, 
was the only player in the 
field to break par in Monday’s 
pressure-cooker finish, shoot¬ 
ing a 69. But his hopes died 
when he hit his second siiot 
into water at 18 and bogyed. 

Dave Hill, who had a 71 
.Monday ami finished in a 
group at 288, earned enough 
money to mnke him the Uth 
$1 million winner in the his¬ 
tory of the PGA tour. The 
others are Nicklaus, Palmer, 
Weiskopf, Miller, Player. 
Billy Casper, Lee Trevino, 
Bruce Crampton, Gene Littler 
and Miller Barber. 


And Peter Oosterhuis of 
Britain sank his one-iron tee 
shot at the 211-yard 16th hole 
for his second ho! e-in-one on 
the tour this year, helping 
biin shoot a 71—292. It was 
the 10th hole^in-one on the 
tour in 1976. —.

Co-operative farm paying off for Cowichan band 


DUNCAN — Sixteen share¬ 
holders share the wealth of 
fruit and vegetable crops 
which last year grossed 
$278,000 from the Cbwichan 
Indian cooperative farm on 
500 acres of reserve land at 
the mouth of the Cowichan 
river. 

Bah Matchell, the only non- 
Indian employee who man¬ 
ages the farm near this com¬ 
munity on Vancouver Island, 
forecasts even better pros¬ 
pects this year for major 


crops of broccoli, cauliflower, 
sprouts, potatoes, Carrots, 
^ com and squash. 

There also are 14 acres of 
raspberries and 10 acres of 
strawberries. 

‘ 4 Prospects are very 
bright,” said Matched. ‘'This 
place has been totally accept¬ 
ed by the Cowichan people; 
They’ve been able to find jobs 
— get experience in work 
habits which they can’t find in 
the butside world. The farm 


has taken a lot of peopde off 
welfare rolls.” 

Chief Wesley Modeste, 
member of the farm’s board 
of directors, said the coop 
started in 1966 as a committee 
of six landowning band 
members who assembled the 
land in 10 and 20-acre parcels. 

Total capital outlay so far is 
about $742,000, covering land 
clearance, flood control, 
buildings, machinery and 
equipment. The money came 
jointly from the department 


of Indian affairs, ARDA and 
coop members. •- 

Matchell said the coop 
still is $250,000 in debt to the 
department of Indian affairs, 
but he see* no problem in 
paying It off. 

Fresh produce is sold 
through four wholesalers in 
Victoria and Nanaimo, and 
this year’s crop, to be bulk- 
frozen at a new processing 
plant at the coop, has been 
sold to a food company near 
Vancouver. 


Total frozen production for 
1975 was 1,000 tons. Plant 
manager Charlotte Richard¬ 
son said the plant employs 30 
local women, while another 30 
work in the fields. They are 
paid the minimum wage of $3 
an hour. 

The next step will be insti¬ 
tutional packaging of frozen 
produce, said Ms. Richardson. 

The farm was the first such 
major native development, 
said Clarence Riach. district 
superintendent of economic 


development with the depart¬ 
ment of Indian affairs in Nan¬ 
aimo. 

Until recently, leasing land 
to non-Inddan ventures was an 
economic mainstay. 

“But now the bands,” he 
said, 'and Cowichan is the 
leading example, are interest¬ 
ed in establishing their own 
businesses.” 

Riach said he can’t visual¬ 
ize the farm getting much 
larger. 


“It would be hard to man¬ 
age a much bigger unit, but 
there are market spinoffs ex¬ 
pected. Eventually there will 
be $5 million annual gross. 

Fringe benefits are impor¬ 
tant, said Riach. 

“Out of the 80 or so farm 
workers, the majority weren’t 
used to any working timeta¬ 
bles in their lives. But the 
work force has very little 
turnover and seems to have 
given them pride.” 


Because of the sharp eye6 
of an off-duty Victoria police¬ 
man, a charge of escaping 
March 20 from the William 
Head institution will be read 
in Victoria provincial court 
against a 28-year-old man, 
probably today.

stopped a veheile with the 
same description and lincence 
number on the same highway 
between Macdonald Parle 
ftoad and Beacon Aveneu. 

Police said the lone oc¬ 
cupant gave pame other than 
Ostergard and there was no 
difficulty in making an arrest, 
arrest. 

William Head officials said 


Ostergard was sentenced Dec. 
19, 1973, to seven years for 
trafficking in heroin in the 
Nanaimo area. He was trans¬ 
ferred to William Head last 
Jan. 28 and was one of two 
men reported as escaping 
March 20. The other was 
picked up four days later. 

Sidney RCMP said an es¬ 
caping charge would be laid 
and the suspect might appear 
in Victoria court as early as 
this morning.

mon — and “imperfections” 
in the wood such as wander¬ 
ing grain or knots are left in. 
A light stain completes the 
piece. 

Old methods do not neces¬ 
sarily mean old design. 

"You name it, we’U make 
it” js the slogan of the busi¬ 
ness. and as a result the 
Bear’s Den has been kept 
busy doing cabinet work for 
many of the new homes 
springing up in t)ie area. 

In addition to wood, Scofield 
is exploring the possibilities of 
wrought iron for furniture. Al¬ 
ready constructed are some 
wrought iron chairs whose 
springy, form-fitting comfort 
belies their basic material. 

There are a few problems 
with trying to do things the 
old way, says Scofield. For 
one thing, the forest compa¬ 
nies tend to save their best 
wood for outside, or even ex¬ 
port markets. 

"I can get better wood, and 
cheaper, in Toronto than I 
can get here,” grouses Sco¬ 
field. "And yet it’s B.C. 
lumber.” 

The Bear’s Den also wiped 
out Parksville’s complete 
stock of certain screw sizes 
when it opened. "We may use 
1,000 screws in a job, and we 
could only buy them by the 
hundreds locally.” 

Although the new business 
is going so well that Scofield 
fears he may have to return 
to the 1:30 a.m. to 4:30 o.m. 
days that his catering busi¬ 
ness demanded, he is firmly 
committed to the idea that he 
is going to make furniture the 
right way, or not at all. 

‘We recently turned down 
an order for 25 tables and 100 
chairs for a neighborhood pub 
in Nanaimo, because we 
didn't want to make an as- 
semblyltne product,” he says. 

The business has room to 
expand, however, and certain¬ 
ly will. After all, not even 
many old-time carpenters put 
up shop in an old chicken 
coop, which is where the 
Bear's Den’s workshop fa- 
right new.

Bamberton phaseout 

Limestone quarry future 
in Cobble Hill uncertain 


COBBLE HILL — When 
Ocean Cement’s Bamberton 
cement works closes down its 
manufacturing section in 1978, 
what will happen to the more 
than 300-foot-deep limestone 
quarry pit hqre is still uncer¬ 
tain. 

A company spokesman told 
the Colonist this week that it 
will depend upon the needs 
for the new 1.1-mill ion-tons 


per-year cement plant at Tili- 
bury Island in Delta, which 
is expeefed to bpeft with the 
phaseout of the Bamberton 
operation. 

“It is still a moot point, we 
don’t have any firm plans for 
it right now ... it will be de¬ 
pendent on the needs of the 
new plant.,” he said. 

The Cobble Hill pit, accord¬ 
ing to a 1957 report in the Col¬ 


onist had enough material 
(based on the rate of produc¬ 
tion then), and is connected to 
the plant by a private road. 

The first limestone for the 
Bamberton plant, prior to the 
first World War, came out of 
a quarry that is now Butchart 
Gardens in Central Saanich. 

At the time of the announce¬ 
ment of the Bamberton clo¬ 


sure, it was hinted by a com¬ 
pany executive that the plant 
location, which now employs 
170 people, will eventually be 
used f >r real estate. 

A company spokesman 
added this week that the Cob¬ 
ble Hill quarry is pumped out 
of water continuously and li¬ 
kely would turn into a small 
lake If this ever ceased.

Ours fa an age of imitation. 
Imitation marble, imitation 
cak, imitation pecan, imita¬ 
tion stone, imitation brick, 
imitation brass surround us 
with the look, if not the sub¬ 
stance, of natural qualities on 
which we place a high value. 

But imitating nature has be¬ 
come so much a part of our 
lives that we don’t realize any 
more the true costs of ar¬ 
tificiality. 

"Take this end table top.” 
says Bob Scofield, a partner 
in the*IBear’s Den. in Ooorrfbfc, 
west of Parksville. "It’s a 
very thin layer of real wood 
laid over particle board. It 
was damaged, and we w r ere 
asked to fix it. Now if that 
was genuine wood it would be 
a simple matter to sand it 
down and refinish it. But that 
can’t be done in this case, so 
it is going to be difficult to re¬ 
ally repair it. Many people 
would just throw it out.” 

For Scofield, the only kind 
of furniture to have is real 
furniture — furniture which 
honestly reveals its materials 
and workmanship. 

"You see irfany pieces of 
furniture still around that are 
100 years old. Can you honest¬ 
ly say that much of the mate¬ 
rial sold today is still going to 
Iw functional and good-looking 
after 100 years?” 

An amateur wood-worker 
and furniture-maker for near¬ 
ly 20 years, Scofield is a re¬ 
cently - transplanted Toronton¬ 
ian, who came to the island on 
a hofliday in March. 

It was love at first siebt. 
When the two-week holiday 
was over, Scofield went back 
to Toronto with the deed to a 
niece of propertv in Coombs 
in his pocket, and he stayed in 
Toronto onlv long enough to 
sell his mobile catering busi¬ 
ness before returning to the 
Island and setting out to do 
full time what had previously 
been an avocation. 

Scofield and partners Rob 
Cohen, Don Martin and Emile 
LeBel build furniture in what

they call “pre - Canadiana” 
style. 

“The Pre-Cnnadiana furni¬ 
ture was built in the very 
early years by carpenters, 
rather than cabinet-makers. 
Tlieir tools were primitive. 
They didn’t have lathes, for 
instance, which became an 
important tool in Canadian 
furniture manufacture in later 
years.” 

No nails are used in this 


type of furniture. Screws are 
countersunk, and then cover¬ 
ed with a dowel which is 
glued in place, permanently 
fixing the screw and prevent¬ 
ing it from working its way 
out of the wood as the furni¬ 
ture ages. In some cases, long 
glued dowels are used without 
screws. 

The wood tends to be what¬ 
ever they can find — pine, 
spruce, and cedar are com-

These Invaders were not classified as the bad guys

The scene resembled a Sec¬ 
ond World war blitzkrieg as 
ground personnel and two vin¬ 
tage Invaders launched a full- 
scale offensive bn a target be¬ 
hind Campbell river’s munici¬ 
pal airport. 

But the men in the field 
happened to be in the B.C. 
Forest Service and the Doug¬ 
las-A26s in the sky. once 
equipped with six nose guns 
and a cannon on each wing, 
carried fire-retardant instead 
of bombs. 

The mission was an educa¬ 
tional firefighting praotice re¬ 


cently for the benefit "of the 
forest service’s sumrqe^work 
crew. 

“We wanted the students to 
see the fire-bombers in 'action 
so they’ll know what to do if 
they ever have to fight a 
fire.” said forest ranger 
D’Arcy. deHart, a veteran 
firefighter with 20 years with 
B.C. Forest Service. 

The targets were six small 
slash fires lit as part of a 
land-clearing operation behind 
the airport. The fires were 
spaced about 100 feet apart in 
two rows of three and the 
bombers’ task was to lay the 


retardant down both sides of 
the roWs. 

DeHart was in charge of 
tactical operations on the 
ground. He kept up a steady 
stream of chatter with a 
small, sleek, recognizance 
plane called a "birddog,” 
which in turn gave orders to 
the pilots of the two bombers. 

"I-ay a mud guard down the 
east side with tanks one and 
two and down the west side 
with tanks three and four,” 
said deHart in radio com¬ 
munication with the birddog. 

He said the birddog would 
size up the situation from the 
» air, then tell the bomber 


pilots where and how to drop 
the retardant. 

The bombers, flying at 
speeds of 140 miles an hour, 
dropped down to 30 feet to 
strafe a designated area after 
the birddog, travelling at 200 
miles an hour, swooped down 
for a demonstration run. 

During a real fire, the bird- 
dog may stack as many as 
eight bombers on top of each 
other 500 feet apart and call 
them down one at a time to 
drop their load. 

The pilots are very experi¬ 
enced men, some with 5,000 
hours flying time logged. 

A few were ex-war fighter 


pilots, said deHart. 

One pilot, who started flying 
in 1959, considers the work no 
more dangerous than the job 
he was doing for PWA before 
he quit to become a bomber. 

He said instinct and experi¬ 
ence let him know- when to 
put his thumb on the bomb- 
sight. 

"There’s no sure-fire meth¬ 
od. The guy in the birddog 
will let me know in a hurry if 
I missed. If I hit target 60 per 
cent of the time, I’m doing 
well,” he said. 

The bombers are owned by 
Oonair and are based in Ab¬ 
botsford. When in Campbell 


\ 

River they load two tanks 
with an 800-gallon mixture of 
Phos-chek, a, chemical fire re¬ 
tardant, and water. 

The • mixture is called 
"mud” by the firefighters and 
takes an average of four min¬ 
utes to load from two large 
tanks located at the edge of 
the airstrip. Each tank holds 
enough mud to fill 12 aircraft. 

During a real fire, the * 
bombers box off the area with 
the chemical retardant, also 
known as red dye. A road or 
track is made by the ground 
crew f at the edge of the fire, 
then they try to contain it in 
that area. 


Before a drop, the birddog 
emits a high-pitched warble 
as a warning for the fire¬ 
fighters on the ground to stay 
out of the way. 

It is the forest service’s ob¬ 
jective to have a fire under 
control within one 24-hour 
burning period, says deHart. 

"If we don’t have it con- 4* 
talned by then, we aim for 10 
a.m. the next morning,” he 
adds. 

Ranger deHart doesn’t hold 
too manys. practice fires-, how¬ 
ever —• by a recent count, 
there were 37 real fires to 
contend with in this area

Former deputy labor minister James Kinnaird told 
the provincial government Monday that the key to 
future labor peace in the construction industry lay in 
the formation of a permanent advisory council. 

Kinnaird made the statement in his second report 
to Labor Minister Allan Williams follovying'-a detailed 
pi-obe into all aspects of the labor-troubled construction 
industry.

Ford widens delegate lead 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (CP) — 
Denouncing Democrat* for * 
“rattling the dusty old skele¬ 
tons of Watergate,” Republi¬ 
cans sought to dispel defea¬ 
tism as they opened their na¬ 
tional convention Monday 
with President Ford widening 
his presidential nomination 
lead over Ronald Reagan. 

An unofficial count showed 
Ford had reached the 1,130 
delegates required in Wed¬ 
nesday’s balloting to win the 
nomination. Reagan had 1,035 
with no indication he had 


picked up any new support 
despite withdrawal of arch- 
conservative Senator James 
Buckley of New York from 
the leadership race. 

Buckley, who previously 
threatened to enter the fight, 
said later he would support 
any candidate packed by the 
four - day convention. Party 
kingmakers were concerned 
that Buckley’s initial threat 
might cause chaos in a party 
already badly split and facing 
the tightest nominations fight 
in more than a decade. 

Reagan and Ford courted 


uncommitted delegates short¬ 
ly after the convention 
opened. About 100 ignored the 
courtship and in effect held 
the balance of power on the 
nominations outcome. But the 
shift toward Ford heartened 
his camp and brought predic¬ 
tions he would make it on the 
first ballot. 

Meanwhile, keynote speaker 
Senator Howard Baker of 
Tennessee—a Republican star 
in the Senate idnvestigation of 
the Watergate scandal which 
led to Richard Nixon’s down- 
fall— blasted the Democrats 


for dredging up the scandal 
as part of this^ear’s presi¬ 
dential campai^oS 

Baker, considered a possi¬ 
ble Ford running mate if Ford 
wins the nomination, appealed 
to Republicans tp look to the 
future ami concentrate on 
what he described as the 
major issues this year—too 
much government, too many 
laws, too much taxation. 

Reagan plans to challenge 
the White House chief on 
foreign policy and to try to 
force him to name his cjioice 
for vice-president. 


It was in his first report, 
originally commissioned • by 
the New Democratic Party 
government, that Kinnaird 
recommended an advisory 
council to advise the govern¬ 
ment of technical problems in 
the industry. 

While an interim council 
w*as established after that rec¬ 
ommendation, Kinnaird now 
states “an expanded perma¬ 
nent Construction Industry 
Advisory Council (CIAC) re¬ 
presenting additional seg¬ 
ments of the industry wnuld 
offer successive provincial 
governments a direct contact 
which is aware and able to 
explain the positions of the in¬ 
dustry.” 

Kinnaird has always 
claimed that one of the main 
problems in understanding 
the construction industry was 
that there were few, if any, 
experts to advise government. 

He suggests that a perma¬ 
nent CIAC should consist of a 
chairman and 10 board 
members with three subcom¬ 
mittees to work with the main 
board. 

“The key to all of my rec¬ 
ommendations Is an effective 
advisory body,” Kinnaird 
said. “When the true impor¬ 
tance of the construction in¬ 
dustry is realized by govern¬ 
ment and other segments of 
the industrial community, 
ihen construction will assume 
its place in government 
priorities with mining, fish¬ 
ing, forestry and the other 
ministries of government.” 

While making his recom¬ 
mendations for a super-ad¬ 
visory board of management 
and labor, Kinnaird said he 
was under no illusions that a 
permanent CIAC could fail if 
it became just another bu¬ 
reaucracy. 

“Of all the recommen¬ 
dations made, my* greatest 
hopes and fears remain with 
the development of the CIAC 
and its sub-committee,” Kin¬ 
naird stated. 

But, he added: “Bureaucra¬ 
cies flourish in Canada and 
B.C. is no exception. I have 
recommended a minimum of 


government involvement. Yet 
no government participation 
would negate the very point of 
trying to identify the prob¬ 
lems of the industry. 

“Unfortunately the breeding 
ground for bureaucracies ap¬ 
pears to be in the fertile soil 
of government.” 

Kinnaird. who was for a 
time deputy to then labor 
minister William King, doesn’t 
spare la bar organizations in 
his sometimes-biting report. 

As he did in his first report 
published last year. Kinnaird 
again calls for restrictions on 
indiscriminate picketing of 
construction sites. 

Kinnaird recommends that 
“where a certification Is 
granted to a construction 
union, near or within the work 
area of employees covered by 
a separate certification with 
the same employer, the Labor 
- Relations Board should de¬ 
velop a policy that disallows 
any picketing by the construc¬ 
tion employees that is sure to 
stop the work of the non-con¬ 
struction employees.” 

On the touchy matter of 
inter-union jurisdictional dis¬ 
putes, one of the major 
causes of work stoppages in 
the construction industry, 
Kinnaird recommends that 
the government encourage the 
industry to establish the “ju¬ 
risdictional work assignment 
plan” as the procedural re¬ 
medy for inter-craft disputes. 

He also suggests the Labor 
Code be amended to make the 
work assignment procedure 
the legal avenue to solve such 
inter-craft squabbles. 

Kinnaird urges the Labor 
Relations Board and the gov¬ 
ernment to work out a policy 
which “recognizes the danger 
of dual unionism” and recog¬ 
nizes the “traditional con¬ 
struction craft unions as the 
appropriate labor organiza¬ 
tions to represent construction 
employees. 

“Crucial to this approach is 
the recognition of the LRB 
that the traditional craft 
unions are the only appropri-

Evacuees ready for flight 

Guadeloupe 
explosion 
like quakes 

POINTE-A-PITRE, Guadeloupe (UPD — The sum¬ 
mit of La Soufriere volcano exploded with a violent 
crack Monday night, setting off a series- of tremors 
equal in intensity to major earthquakes. 

Officials on this French Caribbean island said it 
was not immediately clear if the fuming volcano had 
actually erupted because clouds and darkness obscured 
the summit. 

There were no reports of injuries and no reports of 
jx^isonous gases, rocks or lava spilling over the sur¬ 
rounding area, which had been evacuated when scien¬ 
tists warned an explosion was imminent. 

One government official said the initial earth trem¬ 
or set off by the explosion registered “six or seven on 
the Richter scale,” equal to a major earthquake. 

The spokesman said the explosion was reported by 
civilians at Bouillante. about 12 miles northwest of the 
4,900-foot volcano, whose name means “brimstone 
mountain.” 

Five scientists at a bomb-proof bunker in Basse 
Terre’s historic Fort St. Charles immediately boarded a 
boat and headed for an offshore site to try to watch the 
volcano. 

More than four hours after the explosion, small 
earth tremors could still be felt on the island. 

Earlier, fire and geysers belched from a mountain¬ 
side crack nearly a third of a mile long and officials 
said an eruption of atomic-bomb ferocity was inevitable. 

“We’re nearing a catastrophe.” said French expert 
Prof. Pierre Brousse, who was keeping a round-the- 
clock watch on the cloud-shrouded peak from a boat off 
the coast of Basse-Terre, the western wing of the but¬ 
terfly-shaped French Caribbean island. 

Ten French scientists in a bomb-proof bunker in 
Basse-Terre’s historic Fort St. Charles took turns flying 
three helicopters over La Soufriere’s crater. 

The director of the fort’s emergency laboratory, 
Michel Feuillard, refused to disclose their findings. But 
one official described the aerial watch as a “countdown 
of devastation.” 

“No one can say with certainty when the blast will 
come,” one of Brousse’s aides said. “It may be today, 
it may be within a week. 

“The one thing we are sure of is, it will come.” 

Scientists Sunday predicted the volcano would erupt 
within hours. They denied Monday they had exagger¬ 
ated the danger to hasten an evacuation of the threat¬ 
ened area. 

French prefect Jean-Claude Aurousseau said 72,000 
(lersons who fled a wide area bounded by Capesterre, 
St. Claude and View Habitants would have to remain In 
temporary shelters until he made a decision to let them 
back. 


519 Filipinos 
die in quake 

MANILA (LTPI) —» A devastating earthquake 
rocked a wide area of the southern Philippines early 
today, toppling concrete skyscrapers, spawning tidal 
waves and killing more than 500 persons, official re¬ 
ports said. 

The reports said 519 persons were killed, most in 
coastal towns off the main island of Mindanao, 500 
miles south of Manila, which were lashed by tidal 
waves as high as 18 feet. 

The quake, measuring 7 on the Rossi Forel scale of 
10, struck shortly after midnight, toppling at least 10 
tall concrete buildings and snapping cable and power 
lines. More than 500 houses were destroyed by tidal 
waves, officials said. 

President Ferdinand Marcos proclaimed a state of 
calamity in the affected region. He said the city of Co- 
tabato appeared hardest hit. 

The quake was the most devastating since Aug. 2. 
1968 when one of equal intensity killed more than 30U 
persons in Manila. 

Marcos said a 15-foot tidal wave followed the earth¬ 
quake and “overwhelmed” dozens of homes in the town 
of Malabang in the province of Lanao del t Norte. 

The president sajd 19 i>ersons were killed in toppled 
buildings in Cotabato and 93 others were injured. He 
said 19 persons were buried alive as the tremor toppled 
two multistorey hotels, a department store and a uni¬ 
versity building. 

Thirty persons were reported dead in the city of 
Pangadian and 26 others were killed in the vicinity of 
the southern seaport of Zamboanga. 

Another major quake struck central China about 
the same time but there were no reports on casualties 
or extent of damage.

Shaky truce threat 
by grumbling unions

One trouble spot has been 
removed but others threaten 
the shaky truce in B.C’s con¬ 
struction industry. 

The cement masons, who 
had threatened to walk out 
again this week, have tenta¬ 
tively buried the hatchet. But 
other unions say the in¬ 
dustry’s decision against im¬ 
mediate payment of a recom¬ 
mended settlement could lead 
to further job disruption. 

A 37-day lockout-strike situ¬ 
ation ended over a week ngo 
on the strength of recorfr'men- 
dations made by industrial in¬ 
quiry commissioner James 
Kinnaird. Kinnaird proposed 
wage hikes of 11.2 per cent to 
13.6 per cent on base rates 
ranging from 59.50 to 512.19 

However, the Construction 
Labor Relations Association 
said it would pay only the 
eight per cent allowed under 
the federal control program 
until it received a ruling from 
toe Anti-Inflation Board. 

The extra money involved is 
being held in escrow. 

Mike Parr, business manag¬ 


er for toe operating engi¬ 
neers, said Monday night a 
number of the unions are 
strongly opposed to this and 
argue that the money should 
be placed in individual union 
welfare and pension funds. If 
the AIB orders a rollback, the 
money can be repaid, he said. 

Meetings are continuing be¬ 


tween CLRA and some of the 
15 unions and seven sub¬ 
unions in an effort to resolve 
the issue. 

Parr, like some of the 
others, realizes a stalemate 
could lead to walkouts and a

Victoria’s air is still among 
the cleanest of any cky in 
Canada, according to meteo¬ 
rologist Michael Gow of the 
air service section of the B.C. 
Pollution Control Branch. 

It Isn’t that Victorians are 
such clean-living people, ac¬ 
cording to Gow. The low pol¬ 
lution levels come from the 
city’s location on the sea 
coast that allows it to be 
bathed by clean offshore air. 
masses. 

"A city of a comparable 
size not on tha sea coast 
would have higher levels,” he 
said. 

Another factor contributing 
to Victoria’s cleaner air, ac¬ 
cording to Gow, is the ab¬ 
sence of much industry. 

Gow made the observation 
Monday after his branch had 
monitored for more than a 
year new' sophisticated re¬ 
corders installed on the roof 
of its Cook Street office. The 
equipment, he 6aid, ehabled 
the branch to state as a cer¬ 
tainty what had previously 
been only suspected. 

Victoria’s sulphur dioxide 
levels vary seasonally, with 
winter increases owing to the 
use of oil furnaces, but Gow 
said levels were well within 
guidelines of the federal 
Clean Air Act. 

"On an annual basis, we’re 
maybe 60 per cent of the max¬ 
imum desirable sulphur diox¬ 
ide level,” he said. 

However, the monitoring of 
hydrocarbon and carbon mon¬ 
oxide levels had not gone on 
long enough to establish a 
trend other than "there is no 
problem.” 

These two pollutants are di¬ 
rectly related to automobile 
emissions and their peak 
levels have been recorded 
during the morning rush 
hours. These'peaks occur, ac¬ 
cording to Gow, because of 
low wind velocities and brief 
temperature inversions which 
inhibit the natural removal of 
these pollutants. 

Gow said "some particulate 
matter {suspended dust parti¬ 
cles)” is recorded from the 
B.C. Forest Products plant as 
well as high levels erf dust 
fallout which is more of a nui¬ 
sance than a pollutant in the 
Gorge area. Emission levels 
are expected to change sub¬ 
stantially when the plant com¬ 
pletes installation of a new 
smoke stack.

Peninsula water 
problems 
closer to solution

The Saanich Peninsula 
moved a step closer to solving 
its domestic water supply 
problems Monday with the 
dissolution of three separate 
water districts. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Hugh Curtis said the assets 
and liabilities of w f ater dis¬ 
tricts in Deep Cove, Sidney 
And Brentwood will be turned 
over to the municipalities of 
North Saanich, Central Saan¬ 
ich and Sidney, with the Capi¬ 
tal Region assuming the re¬ 
sponsibility for peninsula 
water supplies. 

"In effect this means that 
the CRD will serve as an 
agent for the three municipal¬ 
ities to ultimately get Greater 
Victoria water from the Sooke 
watershed to the peninsula,” 
Curtis said. “Each municipal¬ 
ity will then be responsible 
for local distribution.” 

The Curtis move brings the 
neninsula municipalities into 
line with Saanich, Oak Bay 
and Victoria which buy water 
from the Greater Victoria 
Water District at a wholesale 
price and resell it for domes¬ 
tic or commercial use. 

The linking of the peninsula 
to the main source of w r ater 
supply from Sooke Lake has 
been a matter of debate for 
more than a decade. 

Curtis said the move to dis¬ 
solve existing water districts 
in favor of the new proposal 
was one of four choices re¬ 
cently placed before a joint 
meeting of the Capital Re¬ 
gion, municipal and water dis¬ 
trict officials. 

"Essential to the whole con¬ 
cept will be the establishment 
cf a peninsula water commis¬ 
sion comprised of represent¬ 
atives from the three munici¬ 
palities involved and the 
existing water districts to as¬ 
sure full local participation on 
an equitable and area-wide 
basis,” Curtis said. 

Assistant municipal affairs 
deputy minister Chris Wood¬ 
ward will be in charge of the 
project, with his first respon¬ 
sibility the organization of a 
series of meetings between all 
government and water dis¬ 
trict officials involved in the 
move. 

Curtis warned developers 
and land speculators not to 
make the mistake of believing 
that improved water supplies 
on the peninsula would be a 
prelude to uncontrolled resi¬ 
dential growth. 

Individual municipal plan¬ 
ning controls and land use 
regulations must remain as a 
protection against rapid or 
undesirable expansion," 
Curtis said.
